A Centenarian Who Has Never Had a Day 
of Sickness, 


T IIE KKLICÜ OF T H E LOST R H IL E K . 


Scarcity of Vessels Sal table for Carrying 
Wheat.

San Francisco, August 19‘.h —A Call 
reporter has unearthed a centenarian in the 
person of Mrs. Catharine Hayes, aged 104, 
living with her youngest daughter, Mrs. 
Donovan, at 441 Jessie street. She is a 
native of County Cork, Ireland, which she 
left three years ago to come to this country. 
She stood the voyage without any incon­ 
venience, 
She has never hid a day of sick­ 
ness during her life, except from an accident 
which befell her shortly after arriving here. 
She understands no language but the Celtic, 
and her faculties and memory are unim­ 
paired. 
She remembers with great clearness 
the circumstances in connection with the 
Irish rising of 1798. 


THE BELIOS OF THE LOST WHALER. 
The relics obtained by Esquimaux from 
the whaler, supposed to be the Vigilant, and 
which were sent fro^. Alaska by Captain 
Hooper, of the Corwin, have been on exhibi­ 
tion at the Merchants' Exchange for several 
days, and have excited a melancholy curi­ 
osity, because they may be the last evidence 
of the fate of two crewB of brave and hardy 
men. 
Among the relics is a pair of spec­ 
tacles that are supposed to have belonged to 
Captain Nye, of the whaler Mount Wallas- 
ton, which vessel rva= with the Vigilant when 
the two ships were last seen. 
Thursday 
evening Mr. Nye, a brother of Captain Nye, 
in company with his wife and s o d , inspected 
the glasses, and while not being able to posi­ 
tively identify them as his brother’s, thought 
they were the same that he had seen in his 
brother’s hards. 
Mr. Nye’s son was certain 
they were his uncle’s, as he remembered a 
peculiarity in the slides. 
If the glasse- were 
Captain Nye’s, the fact of their being found 
on the Vigilant ¡3 accounted for on the 
supposition that the Mount Wallaston went 
to pieces in the ice first, and the crew went 
ou board of the Vigilant. 
Mr. Nye told a 
reporter that he still had hopes of hearing 
from his brother, for several reasons. 
The 
fact that hut four bodies were found on the 
Vigilant when first seen by the natives float­ 
ing off the Asia coast led him to believe that 
the remainder of the two crews had volun­ 
tarily abandoned the vessel and eought the 
land, where they may now be. H is brother, 
he said, was a man of undaunted resolution ; 
was hardy and used to hard knocks and the 
rigors of the Arctic regions, and his crew were 
worthy of their Captain. 
If men could get 
along in that inhospitable region, Mr. Nye 
felt certain that the misting sailors would be 
heard from some time. 
A gentleman well 
acquainted 
with 
Captaiu Nye told the 


K eoord-U .N IO N reporter a story of hÍ3 de­ 
termination that shows the Captain’s broth­ 
er’s opinion of his grit and determination was 
well founded. The Captain was cruising 
away north in the Arctic Ocean, in company 
with another whaler, and both were in the 
ice, searching for whales. A dead whale was 
sighted at the same time by both veesels in 
an open place soule distance off. The other 
vessel was nearer than Captain Nye, and 
could reach it first. By the unwritten code 
of whalers the first to get possession of a dead 
whale is the owner. As it was no use for the 
Captain to try to reach it with his ship, he 
ran her alongside of an intervening cake of 
ice, leaped overboard and ran across the ice, 
and with only a knife in his hand plunged 
into the cold water, swam to the valuable 
prize, took possession and held ¡t until taken 
off by a boat’s crew. This story is still told 
among whalemen as an instance of good judg­ 
ment, and as an act. showing unadulterated 
grit. 
TONNAGE MATTERS. 
There aro no vessels suitable for wheat in 
port disengaged, and but one on the Cali­ 
fornia coast, and she is at San Diego unload­ 
ing railroad iron.

Stocks have been excited this week, the 
boom beginning last Monday. Prices ran 
up rapidly and the difference between last 
Monday and Thursday has swelled the 
pocket-books of those sensible enough to get 
out. There was a reaction this morning and 
prices fell off considerably. The boom began 
unexpectedly, and as it is the unexpected

the 
street 
was 
caught with but little stock on hand, 
and the main cause 
of the continued 
rise was the orders from outsiders, who 
always want stook when it is going up, and 
seldom Jbuy when the market is going down. 
No one appears to know why the improve­ 
ment came. 
Various rumors and reports 
floated around, as they always do when stocks 
are active, but one was just as reliable or 
unreliable as the other, and are not worth 
repeating. The manipulators of the stock 
market never tell what they are going to do, 
and when their ends are achieved, it is 
always the cu e that the effect they want to 
produce is discounted for their own benefit 
before the public can find ont anything. 
Five months ago there was a boom rather 
stronger than the present one, and shortly 
after an assessment blanket was put on—a 
large cumber of those unwelcome plasters 
being placed upon shareholders—and it may 
be that this boom is only another assessment 
boom to encourage outsiders to come to the 
center before delinquent eale day. 
This 
thing has been done before now, and will he 
done again.

The net grin wis the lsrge3t during the 
two years ending May 1, 1876. 
It was the 
smallest last year in the history cf the road. 
There have been no transactions in real 
estate this week to attract special attention.

N e v a d a , August 19th.—Jean Massie, a na­ 
tive of Bordeaux, France, who resided iu 
•San Francisco from 1849 till 1856, since which 
time his home has been in Nevada county, 
died here last r.ight. 
When dead his blood 
was found to have turned into a colorless 
fluid resembling water. 
A t 8:30 o’clock last night the Fire Dspart 
ment was called out by the burning of the 
old Alatteson quartz mill, at the foot of 
Bridge street, now occupied by Chinese. One 
of Ihe occupants saw two white men setting 
it on fire, and grasped one of them. 
The

Last night Victor McNally, an employe at 
the Nevada City mine, endeavored to jump 
on a loaded car at station No. 2, as it passed 
him on its way up the incline. 
He missed 
his hold, and was crushed between the car and 
a post that- it passed within five inches of. 
The car was thrown from the track and 
McNally was hurled some distance down the 
incline. 
No bones were broken, so far a3 
known, but it is feared he has received severe, 
and perhaps fatal, injuries. 
Last evening Philip Dunn, working at the 
Murchie mine, was descending by a chain from 
some timbers overhead, behind which he hail 
taken refuge during the firing of a blast, when 
the chain bruke, precipitating him several 
feet. 
His face was horribly disfigured hy the 
fall and he received numerous other painful 
injuries.

Horticultural Education—Wfcere our Sheep 
are Going—Wheat and Betf—Early 
Ralna—Etc. 


We have frequently been asked why the 
County Horticultural Commissioners that 
have been appointed by the Supervisors in 
several of the most prominent fruit-growing 
counties have not been more active in the 
performance of the duties imposed upon 
them by the law to protect the horticultural 
interests. It was charged by some persons 
and some newspapers opposed to the law 
wnd its policy that the object was to 
make places and salaried offices for 
politicians rather than practically to ex­ 
terminate the insect pests from the orchards 
Now, as a positive answer to this -charge, 
and at the same time in answer to the ques­ 
tion above indicated, it may be stated that 
nearly if not-quite all the persons -appointed 
•as County Horticultural Commissioners are 
practical orcháróists, and not politicians; 
and that, being such, they have desired not 
to put tbeb conn ties to expense, or to draw 
any money from the county treasuries with­ 
out rendering to the public a corre­ 
sponding benefit or returning an equivalent. 
Work agaiDst the insect pests in the or­ 
chards, to be eifective, should begin wiih the 
season, and before the insects have done their 
damage'or the year. 1* r instance, the cod­ 
ling moth during the winter or rainy season 
in this S tate is in a dormant state in the f »rm 
of a chrysalis, and is to be found secreted 
under the loose scales of bark of the Btems or 
bodies of the trees, in the cracks and crevices 
about the base of the branches, and in the 
soil under the trees, particularly about the 
roots and base of the bodies. During the 
winter season therefore is tne time for 
the Commissioners to visit the orchards in 
their several districts, not for the purpose of 
destroying the insects, but to teach the own­ 
ers of the orchards how to destroy then 
themselves. The first duty of the Commis­ 
sioners is tj act in the capacity of practical 
horticultural teachers—to instruct the or- 
•chardists in the habits of the insects with 
which their orchards are infested ; to show 
them the insect itself, by putting off the 
loose bark and opening the nest or 
cocooa in which the chryeslis is se­ 
creted—by uncovering the hiding places 
in the soil, and pointing out the nests ; then 
showing how they can be destroyed by 
scraping the loose bark from the body of the 
tree and trimming it, or burying it so deep 
tLaL, the moth or insect cannot make its way 
to the surface, or by plowing up and working 
the soil under and about the trees in the or­ 
chard, and thus exposing the insect to the 
weather and destruction in this way. The 
Commissioners are not to act in any sense as 
the enemies of horticulturists, but rather as 
friends and advisers in the contest with their 
enemies, the insec s. A s these Commission­ 
ers were appointed so late last fall that it 
was impossible to accomplish much in the 
way of extermination of the pests this season, 
it was tacitly agreed among them that it 
would be better to delay the performance of 
their duties in the field till the coming winter, 
when active work will begin throughout all 
the fruit-growing districts of the State. In 
the mean time the educatiou in practical en­ 
tomology will go on by discussions at horti­ 
cultural meetings, and in the press, by the 
distribution of the manual being prepared 
by the chief horticultural officer, and 
by the exhibitions 
and lectures on 
the insects by the same officer at 
the agricultural fair?, and in other ways. So 
that while effective work is progressing un­ 
der the law and in the direction contem­ 
plated by the real authors and friends of the 
same, no expense hills are b.-iug made against 
the counties. We have therefore answered 
the question propounded, and at the same 
time shown that the objections made to the 
law by thoee who opposed its passage are un­ 
founded.

The Nation’* Tea Farm 
Daring the administration of the Agri­ 
cultural Department at Washington by Com­ 
missioner Le Due there was the sum of $15,­ 
000 appropriated by Congress to test tbe 
practicability of producing tea in the United 
States at a profit. A farm of 230 acres in 
South Carelina was leased and pre­ 
pared for the experiment. The whole 
amount of tbe appropriation has been ex­ 
pended, and it has been demonstrated that 
tea culture in that locality has not been a 
success. It is understood that the preset t 
Commissioner, Dr. Loring, proposes to 
abanden the farm, but what he will decide to 
do with the plants is undetermined. 
The location of the experiment seems to 
have been unfortunate, to say the least. 
It may be that somewhere within the borders 
of the United States tea may be produced of 
good quality and at a prefit, but one thing is 
certain, that locality has not yet been found. 
Tea, coffee and sugar we have not succeeded 
very well in. The two former we have but 
little faith we will make a success, but we do 
believe we can and will in time produce sugar 
at least to supply the demand for home con­ 
sumption.

REVIEW OF SOKE THINGS MUSICAL AND 
THEATRICAL. 


Where Our sheep are Going. 
Fifteen years ago there were about as many 
sheep in this State as at this time, and sheep 
were fully as cheap, if not cheaper, at that 
time than they are now. It is well known 
that our climate is among the most favorable 
for the increase of sheep, and tha\ in fact, 
all cur flocks have been allowed to increase 
as fast as they naturally would under the 
most favorable circumstances. The question 
then arises, what ha9 become of the increase? 
Ctrtainly we have notbept down the increase 
by slaughtering, although we have become 
»quite a mutton-eating people. They have 
not certainly died off in a natural way or 
starved to death, or frozen by cold weather. 
Yet the fact remains that as lands have been 
taken up and appropriated for cultivation, the 
sheep ranges have been curtailed, and the 
flocks have disappeared from sight. Large 
flocks of sheep are very seldom found now in 
the central ami cultivated parts of the State. 
They have gone many of them to the moun­ 
tains within our State—but California has 
famished sheep f r a large number of the 
territories east and northeast and southeast 
of us. Within the last fifteen years sheep 
have gor.e east faster than they have come 
west. We have in a great measure stocked 
Nevada, Utah, Dakota, Arizona, Colorado, 
New Mexico, and have sent many sheep into 
Texas and Oregon and Washington Ter­ 
ritory. In many instances their owners 
have gone with the flocks, so that it is 
no uncommon thing to find California sheep­ 
men in nearly every State and Territory be­ 
tween the Pacific ocean and the Missouri 
river. We wish we could say that a larger 
number of our sheep had tieen taken ODto 
California farms, and had thus been used in 
diversifying agricultural products thereon. 
The time for the absorption of o-ir Isrge 
flocks of sheep by the farms i f the State has 
not yet arrived, but we predict that before 
another score of years shall have passed 
away sheep will occupy the larger numher of 
farms in the State, and that they will be 
found to contribute in no small degree tí» 
general agricultural prosperity. Farmers 
should keep less dogs and more sheep; 
should devote less acres to wheat and more 
acres to sheep. 
Wheat and Beef. 
Every placa throughout the northern and 
central portions cf the State, available for 
storing wheat, was full of that grain lu t 
winter, and is full yet. Oar farmers, as a 
rule, are paying storage on their wheat, and 
paying interest on money to pay beef bills 
with, and while the State is full of wheat it 
is a fact th'.t there are not beef 
cattle enough in the State to supply 
the markets for tbe coming winter. 
We may add that there will be wheat straw 
enough burned during the present fall to keep 
all the leef cattle we will consume in the 
nextsix months through two or tbiee winters 
to come. Is this state of facts compliment­ 
ary to the sagacity ard business shrewdness 
of California farmer»? We raise wheat for 
the eastern continent, and import onr beef 
and pork from the States and Territories 
north and cast of us. We sell our wheat in a 
dull market, and frtquently at an actual Des 
on the production, and buy our beef at prices 
highly remunerative lo the producers. W’e, 
sell where we have to sell the cheapest, and 
buy where we have to pay the aearest prices. 
Thus we are practically revcr-ipg all the set 
tied principles of political economy and eom 
mon sense, and the wonder is that we are 
holding out as prosperously as we are. 
Not one grain farmer in twenty in 
the State has or wili kill a beef 
within the year, or will sell or.e 
fattei ox to his butcher, yet quarter 
after quarter of b?ef and mutton, and side 
after side of bacon, are consumed on every 
grain farm, and large portions of the wb-at 
money go to pay butcher and vegetable hills. 
Year by year the soil grows poorer for want 
of the mannre that stock would make from 
what the fire and not tbe stock consume?. 
Indications of Early P.a'ns, 
It is very seldom that we have had as early 
as the month of August such unmistakable 
indications of early fall rains as are notice­ 
able all around us this season. The violent 
rain-storms and cloul-b irats east and south 
of us show a disturbed state of tbe atmos­ 
phere over a large extent of country in close 
sympathy with us in respect to weather mat­ 
ters. These rain-storms have already come 
so near us as to materially affect our own at­ 
mosphere during and succe'ding them. 
Then we have had very little real hot 
weather, and there has b en a noticeable 
absence of north winds of that drying and 
püsosiug character so common in some for­ 
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The sum of §7,200 was offered for a ram 
exhibited at the recent ahoep show in Aus­ 
tralia. 
To a certain extent tillage may be a sub­ 
stitute for manure, but that man is not 
wise who endeavors to substitute manure 
for tillage. 
The Attorney-General gives the opinion 
relative to the exportation of oleomargarine: 
that Sections 4197 to 4202 of the Revised 
Statutes do not cast upon the Collector any 
duty of inspecting exports. 
The toad destroys from twenty to thirty 
insects in an hour, and the mole is con­ 
tinually destroying grubs, larvae, palmer 
worms and insects injnrious to agriculture; 
no trace of vegetation is ever found in its 
stomach. 
A man named Hawthorne recently took 
a drove of seventy-five hogs by steamer to 
the Cascades from Portland, Oregon. On 
the way he proceeded to sew up the eyes 
of all the swiue in order that, after landing, 
they might not stray into the forest and 
get lost. He had served some of them in 
that cruel way, when by threats of the 
vessel’s officers he was compelled to desist. 
There are in Great Britain 23,000 females 
who are farming. These women enjoy all 
the rights and privileges of men, with one 
exception—they cannot vote for members 
of Parliament, but they can vote for all 
municipal questions. 
A Georgia paper says of the devotion of 
that State to cotton planting: “ Simply 
became all of us are struggling to swell 
the crop to the largest possible dimensions, 
under the silly idea that we can make 
more money out of it, we ruin ourselves, 
and toil from year’s end toyear’3 end with­ 
out accumulating a cent of profit.” 
It is estimated that with the yearly rain­ 
fall there is deposited about an average of 
eight or ten pounds of ammonia per acre. 
To purchase the same in the form of sul­ 
phate of ammonia would cost the farmer 
about §2 SO per acre. This may be called 
tbe manurial value of an acre of rain. 
Draining wet land is estimated to return 
from 40 to SO per cent on the yearly cost. 
In the same way good stock pays far better 
than poor ; good fencing, well-selected fruit 
tree3 and carefully looked after homesteads 
repay the money laid out, and add lm- 
aensely to the comfort of the occupant. 
It is claimed by some feeders that 100 
pounds of cornmeal and 100 pounds of 
bran, mixed, will give a greater gain in 
llish than 200 pounds of meal fed alone. 
Meal and bran mixed is a more perfect 
feed than meal alone. Bran contains a 
larger percentage of phosphorio acid, pot­ 
ash and nitrogen than Indian meal, while 
the latter contains more oil, sugar and 
starch than the former. 
There is always great uncertainty in 
breeding from cross-bred animals, the in­ 
heritance in such cases being quite as like­ 
ly to take one direction as the other, and 
in either case frequently reverting to the 
original type in a very unexpected manner. 
The surest is to use a thoroughbred male 
of some one breed, and make your own 
crosses. A breed of cattle can not be 
built up in one or even three generations 
of cross-breeding, or of, grading in a given 
direction. 
Mr. Harrison fed his pigs and thirty 
head of cattle on fifty acres of corn, ami 
had 1,000 bushels left in the crib. At 50 
cents a bushel the corn would have been 
worth §1,000. His pigs alone brought this 
sum, and the feeding of thirty cattle and 
the 1,000 bushels in the crib were the 
profits. For several years past there lias 
been a vigorous contest in Burlington 
county, N. J., to raise the heaviest pigs, 
and this is a sample of the result. It is 
worth making a note of. 
Since 1871 the grain crojA of the United 
States have beeu valued at the enormous 
sum of §10,000,000,000, or an average of 
§1,000,000,000 per annum. Of this total 
about one-half, or §5,000,000.000, has been 
the value of the corn crop, while the wheat 
crop during the fame period has aggregated 
a value ct §3,500,000,000. In the year 
1880, the United States exported 144,493,­ 
007 bushels of wheat, valued at $171,420,­ 
195. and 7,128.100 barrels of flour, invoiced 
at §39,613 847. 
The Utah Fanm.fr says : “ A gentleman 
who has bad experience asserts that noth­ 
ing is such an enemy to alkali lands as a 
crop of alfalfa plowed tinder. The latter 
will remove the former and render the 
land fit for cultivation of any kind of cero- 
als. Thousands of acres of land may be 
utilized by the above process that have 
hitherto been considered worthless.” As 
the acreage of lands being apparently 
ruined by alkali is constantly increasing in 
Colorado, it would be worth while to test 
the correctness of the foregoing theory. If 
any such experiment has been made any­ 
where in tke State we would be glad to 
know the result for tbe benefit of all inter­ 
ested. 
Th" discussion of oleomargarine and 
bulterine has been of late more general 
than when these products were first intro­ 
duced. The Legislatures of the several 
.States have had the matter before them 
and find the subject a difficult one for 
legislation. 
Of course it would inter­ 
fere with “ the liberty of the subject” 
to say that one shall not work over bc-ef 
suet with milk, or that others must 
not eat prepared suet or prepared lard 
upon their bread if they choose to do so. 
There is a disposition to enact laws to pre­ 
vent these staffs from being sold as butter, 
and to insist that they shall be distinctly 
marked to show what they are. This is 
easily done by the tub or other original 
package, but when it comes to the retailer 
it will be difficult to enforce the law so far 
as marking separate pounds and haif 
pounds. One suggestion n that every 
maker shall be obliged to color the stuff 
some other color than yellow. If colored 
blue or pink it could not be mistaken for 
butter—but who would eat it?

The tickets are fixed at the modest price 
of §20 the Bingle place, boxes in propor­ 
tion, and, in order to meet the united de­ 
mands of two such stars, it íb impossible 
to think of either orchestra or chorus. So, 
as you may divine, madam will sing in con­ 
cert, not opera. * * * It is true that 
there are many singers in the world, but 
there is ODly one Patti. To describe her 
voice one must needs be a Lamartine. It 
is of so exquisite a texture aDd quality 
that I cannot attempt, in any sort of jus­ 
tice to nature, to mention any one person 
to whose organ it bears resemblance. She 
has a throat of such strength and elasticity 
that the wildest difficulties of vocalization 
are to her the merest trifles of song.”

SOME ART PARAGRAPHS. 
The Missolonghi statue to Byron showB 
the poet standing wrapped in a mantle, a 
roll iu his left hand, and his right pointed 
to tbe earth that he died in defending. 
The statue is of Pentelic marble, with a 
fine inscription on the base. 
Foreigners were represented at the Salon 
at Paris, according to the Moniteur dee 
Arts, approximately, as follows : Ameri 
cane, 119, of which 66 were in the painting 
section ; Belgians, 92 ; Italians, 83 ; En­ 
glishmen, 53; Swiss, 58; Spaniards, 39 ; 
Hollanders, 30 ; Russians, 28; Auetro- 
Iluncarians, 2S ; Swedes, 26; Poles, IS, 
and Norwegians, 13. 
At the distribution of medals for works 
of art at the Salon, the name of Manet, 
the impressionist, was hissed by his critics 
and applauded by bis friends. The jury 
was composed of artists entirely, and it is 
supposed that the younger members 
worked so energetically for Manet that he 
was given a seeund-claEs. 
London has a statue to Byron at last. It 
is in Hyde Park, fiuely placed, but no cere­ 
monies whatever accompanied the unvail- 
ing. The death of Beaconstield is» aid to 
have interfered with a formal unvailiDg, 
although it is not apparent what connec­ 
tion Byron had with the dead Premier. 
L’he statue stands on a pedestal furnished 
by the Greeks. 
Thomas M. Clark, of Providence, R. I., 
issues a circular to the people of Newport 
in behalf of a monument to Bishop 
Berkeley, which is to be erected in the 
Cathedral of Cloyne. Nothing definite 
has been decided on, but the suggestion is 
that Newport, the temporary home in 
America which he did much for, should 
supply the sum needed for a statue to sur­ 
mount the monument. 
The New York Etching Club proposes 
to exhibit with the Water Color Society 
during the coming winter. The flattering, 
reception of etchings by its members at the 
recent exhibition in London has encouraged 
it to this step. There will be an illustrated 
catalogue. The draughtsmen in black and 
white belonging to the Salmagundi Club 
have sent pictures, by invitation, to the 
exhibition at Glasgow. 
A writer in Le Musee Artistique has 
taken tlie alarm concerning tbe progress 
made «by North Americans in the fine arts, 
and reminds his readers that the Americans 
possess “ seven-league boots.” 
“ I a m 
even willing to confess,” continued this 
frank Frank, “ that it is not without bit­ 
ter regret that I see so many important 
works of our artists croBS the sea, probably 
never to return, and go there to serve as 
models for future rivals. I talk as every 
one does of the republic of art, but in my 
heart I secretly pray that in that republic 
we be always the first.” 
American tourists in England would do 
well to examine, with a view to purchase, 
a certain picture by T. Collier at the Royal 
Academy Exhibition. “ The Last Voyage 
of Henry Hudson” represents the naviga­ 
tor being set adrift in an open boat in the 
polar seas, with his young son ar,<l a few 
sick sailors. Should the execution be in 
any way adequate the picture could find no 
better resting-place than New York. It 
has been a sore point with British artists 
these many years that Americans buy 
French, Italian and German pictures, but 
very seldom English. 
It is announced that the Graphic of Lon­ 
don is to have a representative with the 
Marquis of Lome on the latter’s tour 
through Manitoba and the Northwest. 
Mr. Sydney Hall is the sketcher chosen. 
He was with the suite of the Prince of 
Wales in India, and served faithfully asan 
artistic reporter for the Graphic during tho 
Franco-German war. Considering the pro­ 
clivities to art of the Princess Louise, the 
latter would have been a better companion 
to her lone, lorn husband, the Governor- 
General. There is little doubt that the 
Graphic would give anything to secure pic­ 
tures from the pencil of a daughter of the 
Queen. The Graphic will have to do with 
Sydney Hall, if for no better reason than 
that the Princess does not like Canada. 
A Mr. Ware, lecturing in Boston on 
Washington Allston, rates him in the 
front rank as a colorist: “ Mr. Allston 
was great in many way?, but greatest here. 
He was absolutely uDapproached iu color ; 
aDd it is to be observed that to exeel in 
color ia to excel in by no means an inferior 
department of art. Excepting only in the 
purely intellectual power of the conception 
and composition of those grand desigDs 
which express the greatest thoughts of 
genius, and which have filled the world 
with works that never die. which have 
lived for ages, and will live tor ages to 
come, in the admiration of suooessive gen­ 
erations, color, more than anything else, 
proves an original mind, proclaims that 
gift of nature which we describe by the 
word genius—an excelleucc to be acquired 
by no labor, no art, no teaching, by no 
process of reason, no search after prin­ 
ciples. None can teach it to another; 
none can learn it from another. It is a 
feeling, an instinct, a heaven given, heaven- 
born virtue ; a thing that God gives which 
man cannot otherwise possess. It may be 
approximated, more or less remotely, by 
effort, stndv, and imitation, but not 
reached. We call it appropriately genius ; 
it is nothing else.”

I confess I was at a loss to account tor her 
trouble, and close questioning gave me no 
indication for treatment. I at last pre­ 
scribed a tonic—on general principles—and 
asked her to call in about a week. When 
she appeared again a glance sufficed to 
show that she was no better, and I was 
much puzzled as I saw her walkiug up ami 
down the office in nervous excitement, ex­ 
claiming that she would never get well, she 
knew she wouldn’t, etc. As 1 looked, a 
certain peculiarity in her walk led me to 
think that there might be Bome spinal 
trouble, aud I commenced a cross-examina­ 
tion, which she brought to a sudden close 
by saying, ‘ Why, doctor, several of my 
friends are suffering just as I am, but they 
are cot «o worn out with the pain ; we 
cannot all have «piual complaints, can we?’ 
“ I thought it impossible, of course,” 
continued the doctor ; “ aDd the interview 
ended by my asking her to call again on 
the next day and bring one of her friends 
with her, when I would make another 
effort to discover the real cause of the 
trouble. I had, in fact, made up my mind 
that some peculiarity in dress was at the 
root of the difficulty. Tho ladies called, 
and had hardly traversed the ofiice before 
I observed in patient number two the same 
idiocyncrasy in walking which I had seen 
in the first patient.

Closer examination revealed the 
fact that there was a difference in the hight 
of the hoot heels of the two ladies, anil I 
found that my tir3t patient, who was the 
greater sufferer, was the one whose gaiters 
possessed the highest heels. There was 
nothing to do but prescribe slippers and 
woolen stockings for a week, to be followed 
by the wearing of shoes having low, broad 
heels.

“ All signs of lameness disappeared 
within eleven days, and my first patient of 
this kiud, together with many who have 
followed her, regained their health and 
strength. There are many physiological 
reasons why undue elevation of the heel 
must cause trouble. It will suffice to say 
t .at it serves to throw forward the con­ 
tents of the abdominal cavity, and the 
strain upon the muscles, nerves and cords 
more or less connected with or surrounding 
the back are subjected to unusual strain in 
resisting the forward impulse. Of course, 
in such cases, lame back is not of itself a 
disease, but only the indication of a deep- 
seated trouble, which is sometimes difficult 
to deal with. Ladies should be warned 
that this fashion in heels is certain to bring 
them—sooner or later—great trouble. If 
they must adhere to the prevailing style, 
they should take care to wear slippers ou 
every possible occasion which the sacred 
duties they owe to fashion may permit.

As a remunerative crop, says the Rnral 
New Yorker, chestnuts have not received 
their «hare of attention, and we presume 
it will be long ere the raising of chestnut 
trees is made a part of our rural indus­ 
tries. But may there not be money in it ? 
In some foreign countries the chestnut 
crop is equivalent to the wheat crop 
in America, 
both as respects 
the 
money value and the uses to which 
it is put. Chestnut bread, a thing 
of vitich Americans are wholly ig­ 
norant, constitutes the principal food of 
thousands of people in Europe and Asia. 
Toe fruit is ground into meal, and|pud- 
dings, cakes aud bread are make from it. 
Ohio’s statistics show that her chestnut 
crop íb valued at §60,000, and it could soon 
be made to reach ten times t'hat amount. 
Thu tree is of quite rapid growth, attain­ 
ing the hight of fifteen or twenty-five feet 
in five years from the seed ; it is, as we 
know, valuable as tim ber; can it not be 
made more valuable here for its fruit?

L ong-bearded W itnesses in T urkish Courts 
—How M onarohs Set th e Fashions 
lu H irsute Adornm ents. 


T he history of beards is as ancient as 
th a t of man itself, and since th e earliest 
w ritteD history is found in the East, to 
th a t p a rt of th e w orld m ust we go for the 
first records on th e subject of pogonology. 
A m ong th e O rientals, whose custom s and 
m anners are less subject to change than 
th o se of W estern nations, th e beard has 
alw ays been looked upon as im parting dig­ 
n ity to th e countenance. 
To th e general 
rule, however, the old E gyptains form an 
exception. 
According to H erodotus, they 
o nly allowed th e hair of the bead and th e 
beard to grow during the period of m ourn­ 
in g ; a t all other tim es being carefully 
shaved. 
I t will be rem em beied th a t when 
Joseph was eent for by l’haraoh he was 
obliged to shave him self; bu t a curious 
custom of the Egyptians was th a t of som e­ 
tim es w earing a la lse beard made of plaited 
h a ir and of a peculiar form, varying ac­ 
cording to th e rank of the w earej. 
Oom- 
m oneis were cnly slo w e d sm all beards, 
barely tw o inches long, w hile th e beard of 
a king w as of considerable length and 
square a t th e bottom . 
The beard of a god 
w as distinguished by its being tu rn ed up a t 
th e end. 
By this means the figures of gods 
an d kings in the sacred subjects of the 
tem ples are easily differentiated. 
The al­ 
legorical connection, 
also, 
betw een the 
Spfiynx and the M onarch is plainly shown 
b y the form of th e beard. 
Y et, n otw ith­ 
stan d in g th is custom , the E gyptians’ ab­ 
horrence of th e bearded G reeks and A siat- 
(ps was so great th a t no woman w ould on 
an y accouut allow a bearded man to kiss 
her. 
Lad.es are not quite so particular 
now adays. 
AmoDg the 


ORIENTAL JEW S 
A nd th e A rabs, T u rk s and M ohammedan 
trib es of C entral Asia and of A frica, the 
beard is still regarded as sacred. 
“ By the 
beard of th e i’rophet ” still rem ains the 
h ig h est and aolem nest oath am ongthe faith­ 
ful. 
Paugeustacher, in an old treatise on 
th e subject, sty s th at among the T u rk s a 
long beard was held in such respect th a t a 
m an w ith such an appendage was deemed 
incapable of false sw earing. 
Hence, when 
any one had a w eak case in C ourt he looked 
o u t for long-bearded witnesses, who, how- 
over, m ost probably knew nothing w h at­ 
ev er of th e m atter in dispute. 
And he 
usually won the day', unless his opponent, 
equally artful, confronted him w ith w it­ 
nesses w ith buperior hirsute adornm ents, 
T here is a sw eet sim plicity about this su­ 
perstition and its peculiarly T urkish appli­ 
cation th a t is em inently edifying. 
The 
M oham m edan priests of the lu d iau A rchi­ 
pelago, in im itation of the Arab3, are fond 
of wearing a beard, bu t the utm ost results 
of th eir pairifuliy careful cultivation are a 
few straggling and 
incongruous-looking 
hairs, which, so tar from gaining th e de­ 
sired effect, only m akes them objects of 
galling ridicule. 
W e may here note, in 
contradiction to tuis absurd habit, th e cus­ 
tom pursued by m ost nations scantily fur­ 
nished w. i hair on the face, of plucking 
o a t, a t an early period in life, th e hirsute 
excrescences which uo am ount of pains and 
trouble could ever render respectable. 
As 
w ith the 
MOHAMMEDANS, 
T h e beard was much esteem ed by the an­ 
cien t G reeks and Romans. 
W e know how 
H om er speaks of the beards of N estor and 
K ing Priam . 
I t was, moreover, considered 
to be a ay m bol of w isdom ; and 
Socrates 
w as dubbed M aijW er beurbatus —th e bearded 
m aster. 
l’he Lacedem onians, however, 
do not appear to have w orn the beard in 
its integrity, ’’o rth ey shaved the upper lip. 
A ccording 10 A th;i.iuas (Lib. 13), th e cus­ 
to m of shaving was introduced by A lexan­ 
d e r the G reat, who ordered th e soldiers to 
clip tn tir beards before th e battle of Ar- 
bela, because a short beard would offer no 
advantage to the enemy when fighting at 
close quarters. 
A t a later period th e whole 
beard was shaven, and the portraits on 
M acedón ua coins generally' represent tho 
kings wit: ou t beam s. 
Among the Romans 
th e beard was originally worn long and cut 
or clipped during tim es of m onrning. Piiay 
(L ib. vii. 59) says th a t one Lucius Mienas 
introduced tensors into Ita ly from Sicily 
in the y ear 454, P. R . C., before w hich date 
th e Rom ans d id no t cut the hair, and he 
fu rth e r m entions th a t 
Scipio A fricanas 
w as th e first to adopt the custom of shav­ 
ing every day. 
From th is tim e th e w ear­ 
in g of b. arils was continued chiefly by 
philosophers, priests and soldiers, or in 
co n trast to the previous habit, as a sign of 
m ourning. 
T he office of tonsoi appears to have been 
threefold -londendo, radendo, vellendo—to 
c u t, to shave, and to pluck out tile hair. 
T h e cutting of the hair or beard was gen­ 
erally effected by’ the knife (cull*r), and 
also by th e scissors {/or/ex) ; Dut shaving 
p ro p er (radere abradere\ was done by the 
ran <r (nvvacula), which the b arber carried 
ab o u t w ith him in a proper case. 
The 
plucking ou t of 
the hair 
((•('Were) was 
effected 
by- 
pincers 
{volsellre). 
Those 
w ho objected to subm it 
them selves to 
th e operation of the razor rem oved their 
beards by th e application of caustic pastes. 
B u t even after 
THE ROMANS 
A dopted bhaving th ey still preserved a re­ 
ligious respect for th e b e a rd ; and, as in 
G reece, the plena turba, or first crop, was 
carefully collected in boxes of gold or sil­ 
ver and presented to one or o th er of the 
gods, though chiefly to Ju p iter Capitolinus. 
T nia bacbim poncre generally took place 
w hen th e youth had reached his tw enty- 
first year. 
Fasftions are often set by m onarchs, and 
it is not surprising to find th at, under the 
Em perors, th e beard was allowed to grow 
once m are, H adrian and some of his suc­ 
cessors having resum ed th e fashion. 
H ad­ 
rian, indeed, is said to have revived the 
custom sim ply because he w ished to con­ 
ceal some objectionable moles upon his 
chm . 
In Greece, also, th e beard again 
predom inated under U eraklius, and the 
Em perors C onstantine II. and IV ., both of 
th e fam ily of H e n k a u s, received th e names 
of p e j,matos bt cause of th eir long boards. 
Among the w riters cn th e dignity of the 
beard m ust be m entioned the 


EMPEROR JULIAN, 
Snrnam d the A postate. 
I t seems th a t 
th e inhabitants oi Antioch, being accus­ 
tom ed to shave themselves, ridiculed the 
E m peror w ith rein .-rung freedom for th a t 
he allowed bt¿ beard to grow in th e ancient 
fashion. 
Julian revenged him self in a 
satire w hich he entitled “ The A ntiochean, 
or the Enem y of the Beard,” and in which 
he severely bu t good hum oredly castigated 
th e licentious and effeminate m anners of 
th e Antioohcans. 
T his little work, which 
w as probably w ritten about A. D. 356, is 
highly interesting. 
W e have only space 
for a passage or tw o : 
“ And first I will 
begin w ith my face. 
Form ed by nature 
n o t over beautiful, graceful or becoming, 
m y perversity and singularity have induced 
m e to add to it a long board, to punish it, 
as it were, for no reason b ut because nature 
has not made it handsome. 
• 
♦ 
» 
Am ong the inconveniences of my beard 
there is one—-that it perm its me from 
joining pure lips to smooth and much 
sw eeter lips. 
Fortunately I care little for 
kissing or being kissed. 
As for you, such 
is th e delicacy, or, perhaps, sim plicity of 
your m anners, th a t even w hen old you 
im itate your sons and daughters by studi­ 
ously shaving your chins, thus displaying 
th e m an by th e forehead only, and not, 
lik e me, by th e cheeks and chin.” 
W hat 
should we think now adays if our K ings 
an d Queens ventured th n s to reto rt m 
friendly tarcasm upon th e more or less 
com plim entary and uncom plim entary re­ 
m arks passed upon them by th e m any­ 
headed m ultitude? 
A t the beginning of 


TUP. FIFT H CENTURY 
T h e custom of w earing beards w as again 
introduced by- the Goths, and particularly 
- b y the G erm anic branch of th e Lombards, 
whose name, indeed—Longobardi—signi­ 
fied long-bearded. 
Of the C atti, one of the 


ancient G erm an nations, T acitus says th ey 
encouraged th e grow th of the beard and of 
th e hair on the head, and would not shave 
either until they had slain an enem y,w hich 
custom is curiously enough not unlike th a t 
of our late enem y, Cetewayo, who would 
not perm it his subjects to m arry until they 
had “ washed th eir spears.” 
The ancient 
B ritons, according to Ciesar, wore only 
th eir m ustache. 
H e speaks, however, of 
th e K entish B ritons only. 
I t is certain 
th a t the Anglo-Saxons, on th eir arrival in 
B ritain, and for a considerable tim e after­ 
wards, wore beards. 
The N orm ans not 
only shaved th eir own beards, b ut com­ 
pelled the conquered to follow th eir ex­ 
ample. 
AS REGARDS ECCLESIASTICS, 
The discipline touching th e beards has 
been different a t different periods. 
The 
Greek and Roman churches have long dis­ 
puted about the beard. W hile the R om an­ 
ists have at different 
tim es 
practiced 
shaving, th e Greeks, on th e contrary, have 
strenuously defended the cause of long 
beards. 
Leo III. (A. D. 795) was the first 
shaved Pope. Pope Gregory IV ., after the 
lapse of only th irty years, fulm inated a 
bull against bearded priests. In the tw elfth 
century th e proscription of th e beards ex­ 
tended to the laity. 
Pope Honorious III., 
to disguise his disfigured lip, allowed his 
beard to grow. 
H enry I. ot England was 
so m uch m oved by a sermon directed 
against his beard th a t he resigned it to the 
barber. 
Frederick Barbarossa is said to 
have been equally tractable. 
In th e reign of Francis I. of France the 
right of the clergy to w ear th eir beards 
was called in question, and in 1561 the tri­ 
bunal decided the beard to be contrary to 
sacerdotal modesty. 
Louis X III. ascended th e throne beard­ 
less, and his courtiers, except the Duke 
T ully, im m ediately reduced th eir beards 
to a sm all tu ft of hair under the low er lip. 
Exceptionally 
LONG BEARDS 
H ave alw ays attracted a good deal of a t­ 
tention, 
and history records m any in ­ 
stances of this kind. ’ R auber von Talberg, 
a Germ an K night and Councilor of M ax­ 
im ilian II. (d. 1575), rejoictd in a beard 
which reached to his feet, and from there 
again to his waist. 
John M ayo, a cele­ 
brated painter of th e sixteenth century, 
who accompanied Charles V. in his cam ­ 
paign, had a beard th at, although he was 
a tall man, would hang upon th e ground 
when he stood u p rig h t; he wore it, th ere­ 
fore, fastened to liis girdle. 
George K illingw orth, sent by Qaeen 
M ary as one of her agents in 1555 to Czar 
Joan, the T errible, is said to have had a 
beard five feet tw o inches long. 
In the 
olden tim e, when every p art of the body 
had its prize, th e beard was valued a t 20 
shillings, a large sum for th e tim e, while 
the loss of a leg w as only estim ated a t 12 
shillings. 
W e can easily im agine th a t a t periods 
when the beard and w hiskers were looked 
upon as ornam ental, false beards were sub­ 
stitu ted for th e genuine article. P ietro IV . 
of Aragonia (1351), found 
him self 
in ­ 
duced to prohibit his C atalonian subjects 
from w earing false beards. 
B ut the most 
singular su b stitu te is the golden beard, 
which, C hrysostem us says, was w orn by 
the K ings of PersÍ3. 
Suetonius says the 
same of Caligula, the Rom an Em peror. 
A ccording to A ndreas Favyn 


THE KINGS OF FRANCE 
Of th e first dynasty wore beards entw ined 
w ith gold thread. 
D uke R enatus, of L or­ 
raine, was th e last, and it is related th a t 
he wore at th e funeral of CharleB of B ur­ 
gundy, who died a t N ancy in 1477, a beard 
of gold thread hanging down to his girdle. 
As Ju p iter was som etim es adorned w ith a 
golden beard, th e phrase auream barbam 
habere was equivalent to saying Devin es»e. 
Boards were a t various tim es taxed in 
England. 
T hus we read in “ N otes and 
Queries ” th a t th e Sheriff a t C anterbury 
paid 3s 4 i for w earing a beard. 
In the 
first year of Elizabeth every beard above 
a fortnight’s grow th was taxed 3s 6 J ; bu t 
th e law was too absurd to be enforced. 
The d u ty imposed upon beards by Peter 
th e G reat was a ruble—about 3s. 
This tax 
m et w ith a fate sim ilar to th a t of Eliza­ 
beth’s, and was soon canceled. 
The developm ent of the beard, as well as 
the hairiness of the body’, differ not m erely 
in different races, b u t also, as we daily ob­ 
serve, iu families of the sam e race. 
In 
h-urope, and a portion of Asia, beards pre­ 
vail until we go beyc-nd India, w hen grad­ 
ually beards disappear, as in the case with 
th e Siamese, Chinese and Japanese. 
N e­ 
groes have scanty beards. 
The Papuans, 
who are nearly as black, and are allied in 
race to the negroes, have well-developed 
beards, and so have th e inhabitants of the 
F iji Islands. 
The Am erican aborigines are 
nearly 
beardless, while, 
regarding the 
tribes of N orth Am erican, G atlin states 
eighteen out of tw enty are by nature 
beardless. 
T he scantiness or 


ABUNDANCE OK THE BEARD 
Is not alw ays in proportion to tiie general 
developm ent of pilosity in a race. 
There 
are some races w ith an abundant crop of 
bair on the head, whose beards are scantily 
furnished. 
Such, for instance, are the 
Chinese and Japanese ; others, again, have 
no m ustaches, and y et a well-developed 
beard, such as the A ustralians. 
N everthe­ 
less the Ainos, in whom of all hum an races 
th e hair system is m ost developed, possess 
also exuberant beards. 
T he least-bearded 
races are th e M ongoloid and Am erican 
races, who have generally sm ooth bodies 
and limbs. 
In the African negroes the 
b e a rl grows in tu fts, leaving bare spaces 
betw een these. 
Among many races whose 
beards are scanty prevails the custom of 
pulling out the hairs iu the chin. 
The 
beard is also scanty in the hyberborean 
race, such as th e Lapps, Samoides, G reen­ 
landers, Esquim aux, etc. 
In India the 
beard is common enough among the Brah­ 
mins and th e black population of the 
Him alaya. 
Tne M alays arc more bearded than the 
preceding races. 
T he Papuans appear to 
have beards alm ost as abundant as the 
Europeans. 
The N ew Caledonians are 
also described to have good beards, though 
the m ustache is said to be scantily d e­ 
veloped amoDg them . 
Qn the whole, it 
does not appear th a t the distribution of 
bearded and beardless races is intim ately 
connected w ith clim atic conditions. 
G en­ 
erally speaking, the beard appears first on 
the upper lip, then on the cheeks, and last 
of all on the chin. 


THE BARBER. 
A t th e beginning of th is century th e 
barber w ith his razor was an indispensable 
person. 
A ny one w ith a beard was re­ 
garded either as a T urk or a Jew . 
In a 
memoir of Lord Kokeby, published in 1798, 
we read th a t his beard form s one of the 
m ost conspicuous traits of his person, and 
th a t he is th e only peer, and perhaps the 
only gentlem an of G reat B ritain and Ire ­ 
land so distinguished. 
B ut, independent 
of his beard, L >rd Rokeby was a rem ark­ 
able character. H e was a sort of precursor 
of Sir W ilfred Lawson ; as a long-bearded 
“ teeto taler,” very abstem ious, and not 
only a great w ater-drinker himself, he en­ 
couraged w ater-drinking in others by be­ 
stow ing halt-crow n pieces on any w ater- 
drinker he m ight happen to espy partaking 
on th e road of his favorite beverage from 
the basins which he had erected. 
The 
pmoseut bearded era dates, properly speak­ 
ing, from the Crim ean war. 
Wc do not intend to treat here of the 
beard from an ¡esthetic point of view. 
It 
is impossible to commend all beards ; for 
some beards far from adding beauty to tho 
face render it m ore uncem ely— to use a 
mild term . 
For instance, such beards as 
th at of H udibras : 
The upper pari whereof was crav, 
The nether orange mixed with goly. 
W e speak here sim ply from a hygienic 
standpoint, w hether it be tru e as Byron 
has i t : 


Th it ever Rlnce the fali, man for his sin 
Has had a heard entailed U}mn bis chin ? 
or w hether the l-eard and m ustache, apart 
from th eir ornam ental qualities have or 
have not a beneficial influence in th e pre­ 
vention of disease and the preservation of 
health. 
I t is incontestable, eays l ’ierius 
Y alerianus, th a t 


A LONG BEARD 
C ontributes greatly to health, because, 


w hilst it draw s off th e superfluous hum ors 
w hich nourish th is m ark of m anhood, it 
preserves th e teeth a long tim e from rot­ 
ting and strengthens the gums, an advan­ 
tage w hich those who shave are deprived 
of, who almoBt all are torm ented w ith pain 
in th e teeth , and lose them every one be­ 
fore they are any way advanced in age. 
T he beard in sum m er defends the face from 
th e burning rays of th e sun. 
In short, it 
preserves a m an from a num ber of disor­ 
ders, such as quinsey, etc. 
M. Szokalski, a French surgeon, pub­ 
lished some years since a statistical ac­ 
count bearing on this subject. 
H e found 
th a t fifty-three of th e workm en on the 
Lyons R ailw ay, aged from 25 to 40, and of 
vigorous constitution, had shaved th eir 
beards and m ustaches. 
Fourteen of these 
soon became accustom ed to the change, 
b u t all th e rest began to suffer more or 
less from facial neuralgia, nasal catarrh, 
th ro at and dental affections. 
T he neu­ 
ralgic affections, he adds, were especially 
rebellious, and became only am enable to 
treatm en t after th e beard and m ustache 
had attained a certain length. 
M ost of 
his patients, who, on his advice, left off 
shaving, soon regained th eir usual health. 
Dr. M ercer Adam , in his 


“ PLEA FOR THE BEARD,” 
W rites, “ A few days ago I happened to 
be quartered a t A ldershot Camp (as sur­ 
geon of the D um fneshire m ilitia), and then 
had m any opportunities of w itnessing the 
regulation 
m ustache in preserving the 
soldiers from catarrhal com plaints. B eard­ 
less recruits were far more frequently 
brought to th e hospital w ith bronchitis 
affections th an le» vieux moustache», whose 
upper lips were plentifully covered w ith 
h air.” 
Seym our C lark, 
th e M anager of the 
G reat N orthern 
Railway, 
inform ed Dr. 
A dam th a t only sixteen enginem en and 
firemen on his line shaved, w hile seventy- 
seven cultivated the m ustache, and th a t 
the latter enjoyed b etter health th an those 
who shave. 
The u tility of th e beard as a 
hygienic agent was also fully recognized 
by th a t em inent physician, the late Pro­ 
fessor Alison, of E dinburgh. 
A recent w riter, “ Theologos” (on Shav­ 
ing, London, 1867), defends th e beard on 
S criptural and sanitary grounds. 
A s re­ 
gards the latter, he expresses himself in 
alm ost identical 
term s 
as V alerianus. 
T h at portion of th e beard w hich is on the 
upper lip would probably prove as effectual 
a bar to the access of cold or fog as the 
eyelashes do the alighting of du st upon the 
eyes. 
Placed directly in front of and over 
th e organs of respiration, it proves itself 
to be 


n a t u r e ’s PROTECTOR 
For th e m ost delicate and sensitive p art of 
th e whole body. 
* 
* 
* 
W h at can be 
more m erciful than such a provision in the 
hum id clim ate of B ritain ? 
How clearly is 
it the property of man, exposed in his o u t­ 
door toil in contradistinction to the woman, 
whose province it is to keep at hom e.” 
In 
th is way our author disposes of questions 
why so useful an appendage was denied to 
th e more delicate sex. 
A fter m aking every allowance for the 
m anifest exaggerations of both beard-haters 
and beard-lovers, th is m uch is certain, 
th a t all persons who are m uch in the 
open air or exposed to sudden changes of 
tem perature should, 
by cultivating the 
m ustache and beard, avail them selves of 
th e natural respirator and com forter pro­ 
vided for them , on the sole condition of 
keeping them in good order. M any trav el­ 
ers besides Livingstone have declared th at 
a t night no w rap equals the beard as a 
com forter. 
In w orkshops, in our sm oky 
cities, in our fogs, the m ustache strains 
th e air from dirt, soot and m oisture. There 
was a tim e w hen beard, w hiskers and 
m ustache were 


PROSCRIBED BY FASHIONABLE SOCIETY, 
So th a t Sir Roger rie Coverly rather 
tim idly informed the Spectator th a t if the 
editor would, in one ot the papers, recom ­ 
m end beards, he would himself venture to 
grow a pair of whiskers. 
T here was cer­ 
tainly a fraternity who defied the fashion­ 
able antipathy for beards, b u t these were 
chiefly artiste, journalists and musicians, 
who w ere m ostly looked upon as Bohem ­ 
ians. 
A ll this is changed. 
Beards and 
m ustaches of all colors and dimension are 
now freely adm itted a t C ourt and iu 
society. 
Beers and commoners, M inisters 
of S tate and m inisters of all creeds, judges 
and barristers, soldiers, 
sailors, 
farm ers 
and peasants—each and all now cultivate 
such hirsute appendages as kind nature hss 
thought proper to endow them w ith, and 
thus far “ pogonotrophy ” has proved vic­ 
torious.

TORTURES OF THE HEAT 
W hile reflecting on woree m iseries which 
were likely to befall us.

I t rtally did seem preposterous th a t a large 
city like P aris should need w ater, and it 
appeared a m ost lam entable m isfortune to 
be deprived of it a t a tune when its dem and 
was so urgent. 
The streets were no longer 
sprinkled, and th e French capital, which 
has heretofore alw ays boasted of its clean 
and careful toilet, began to look like any 
other ordinary dame belonging to a less 
civilized country. 
Then there were the 
sewers, a constant reproach to our olfac­ 
tories, which lacked w ater to hasten the 
current beyond tho city, and in conse­ 
quence threatened us w ith a siege of 
cholera, or some other as terrible m is­ 
fortune. 
W e 
really 
seemed 
doomed 
to all im aginable horrors, and we experi­ 
enced a great desire, w ith th e natural in­ 
stin ct of our ancestors, to hang th e entire 
w ater company, whose only excuse was 
th at they had counted on th e rain to aid 
them in th eir provisions, ju st as do the gas 
companies count on th e moon. 
F ortu­ 
nately th e savage intentions of th e th irsty 
inhabitants were not put to execution, for 
th e com pany have been found less guilty 
since we have learned th a t Lyons and 
other cities of France have fallen short of 
w ater, and even London, th e capital of an 
island, is Buffering from th e same m is­ 
fortune, and all im patience and anim osity 
have been concentrated in th e expression : 


HANG THE COMET ! 
N othing else can account for th e great cm- 
harassm ent in w hich we have all bten 
throw n over here, and it is easy to |Sup- 
pose th a t th a t lum inous body is some ter­ 
rible thief in disguise, who has come to 
em pty our springs and river beds to fur­

The 
sufferings 
from 
the 
h eat 
a t 
Paris 
were 
intense, 
from 
w hich 
there 
semed 
to 
be 
no 
refuge, 
for 
th e 
houses 
are 
n ot con­ 
structed to keep th e h eat out any more 
than the cold, and the people are n ot y et 
cured of th eir belief tfiat they are the fa­ 
vorite children of nature, whom she is ever 
to shield from harm . 
As the atm osphere 
of th e houses varied little from th a t out 
doors, to realize how warm it was one 
needed to descend to the cellar or visit the 
ground floors of th e museums. 
I had oc­ 
casion to go to the M useedu Louvre, where 
in the picture galleries I m et scarcely other 
than A m ericans com plaining th a t it was 
grow ing h o tter all the tim e, bu t on de­ 
scending to the sculpture departm ent I 
found a very good-natured crow d and a 
larger one than I had ever before seen there. 
The very undress of the statues was re­ 
freshing to look at, and the cooi air was as 
agreeable as a hot air bath on a cold day. 
E very one 
se*mcd 
loth to leave this 
delightful retreat and never before perhaps 
were the statues socaressingly adm ired, the 
Apollos and M ercuries so charitably com­ 
pared, and so pitying and 
interesting 
glances bestow ed on unrestored figures 
presented as discovered in th e bowels of 
the earth, and of which there arc so m any 
a t the L ju v re th a t it seems inhabited by 
th e ghosts of a hospital. 
A ll throughout 
th e gallery artists were to be seen, prin­ 
cipally young ladies who were preparing 
work after th e antique, and they were to 
appearances coolly a t th eir labors. 
Before 
the door of exit is th e grating of a calorí­ 
fero, and as I stepped out it seemed as 
though I was stepping into the very jaw s 
of a lurnace, so fearful seemed the hot air 
of th e exterior. On Tuesday evening a few 
clouds gathered in the sky, which were 
w atched w ith intense interest by every 
one, for we felt our salvation depended 
upon th e charity of the heavens. I t rained 
b u t little, sufficient barely to lay th e dust, 
bu t the clouds do not abandon us and w-e 
feel th at we are saved. 


THIS SUMMER

m ers in th e last centuries have been those 
of 1684, 1686, 1691,

u ntil the 4th of Ju ly , but the Sth of Ju ly 
th e therm om eter m arked (Celsius th e r­ 
m ometer) 38 degrees in the shade, which 
was very near the degree of heat this year. 
In 1819 th e suntm er, which was m oderate 
in Europe, was m urderous in Asia M inor ; 
a t Bagdad, in th e freshest places in the 
houses, th e therm om eter reached 120 de­ 
grees Farenheit. 
The sum m er of 1822 was 
in Europe also very hot and very long. 
B ut the m ost terrible sum m er for France 
was th a t of 1832, when th e heat aided the 
cholera to claim at Paris alone 20,000 vic­ 
tim s. 
On th e subject of heat and th er­ 
m om eters, it has been stated th a t no coun­ 
try m ik es use of its own therm om eter, for 
in’;France th e Celsius (Swedish) therm om e­ 
ter is em ployed, in England and A m erica 
th a t of 
F ahrenheit 
(German), 
and in 
Sweden th a t of Leshe (English). 


POLITICAL. 
The vacation of the C ham ber has not 
y et commenced, and the seances m ay con­ 
tinue u n til way into A ugust, m uch to the 
chagrin undoubtedly of the m ajority of the 
mem bers, who long for th eir native air, 
b u t particularly for a cool retreat and a 
rest from th eir labors.

a P ro testan t and rabbi, all m eeting on the 
door-steps, w here they spend th eir tim e in 
theological discussions a t th e expense of 
th eir young flocks’ souls, and it will be 
fortubate if they do no t end in rapping 
each other over the head as in days gone 
by, for th e glory of God. 
Since th e cate­ 
chism is henceforth to be excluded from 
th e public schools, all good Catholics term 
them schools sans D iev - whereaB th e Gov­ 
ernm ent considers th a t if a child is taught 
m orality by the professor, his d u ty to his 
neighbor and love of country, God cannot

ECIENT1FIC NEWS. 


Dr. Oehlschlager, of Danzig, has found 
salicylate of sodium to be of great value in 
th e treatm en t of nervous heaJache when 
given a t th e beginning of 
an attack. 
Drow siness is produced, and after a few 
hours of sleep the p atient w akes up re­ 
freshed and free from pain. 
W hen, how ­ 
ever, th e patient is a i ¡eaiie, the drug fre­ 
quently fails to produce a salutary result. 
M. Bechanip has exam ined the microzy- 
m as of sw am ps, of different kinds of earth, 
and of street dust. 
He holds th a t th e rni- 
crozymas found in chalk, rock, soils and 
the like have no other origin th an the 
m ierozym as which form an i ¡negral p art of 
every living organism, t>.o physiological 
function of w hich is th e total destruction 
of the organism after death. 
Large beds of carboniierous cast-iron, 
Dr. M. S. M eunier contends, are contained 
in th e interior of the earth, and these de­ 
posits a t high tem peratures coming in con­ 
tac t w ith M ater yield hydrocarbons, which 
upon subsequent com bustion set up exhala­ 
tions of carbonic acid from th e earth. This 
is his m ethod of indicating th e source of 
th a t acid in tho atm osphere. 
R ecently M . M ontigny has w ritten again 
on th e increase of th e tw inkling of stars 
w hen there is a display of th e aurora bore­ 
alis. 
T he increased scintillation is seen all 
the more clearly on w inter th an on sum m er 
nights, and th e phenomenon is moat appar­ 
en t when stars in th e northern region are 
observed. 
T he author thinks th a t the 
effect is not due to th e direct influence of 
the electro-m agnetic light of th e aurora on 
the scintillation itself, bu t to disturbances 
(probably a cooling) which coincide in tim e 
w ith th e appearance of the aurora in the 
upper regions of th e air traversed by the 
star rays. 
A lecture was lately delivered in Berlin 
by De G erard Rohlfs on hisj last journey 
to Abyssinia. 
The inhabitants were very 
friendly and exceedingly hospitable. 
The 
Em peror Johannes not only received him 
very kindly, but did all in his power to 
facilitate his journey. 
A t Gondar, the 
residence of the late K iug Theodore, he 
was enabled to inspect all the ancient his­ 
torical buildings by means of a pass he ob­ 
tained from tho ecclesiastical chief of the 
city. 
H e continued his journey to the 
north, 
and after crossing the Takkaze 
river, he reached th e ancient form er royal 
residence w ith its m onum ents dating from 
the tim e of Ftolem y. 
Iu A pril the tra v ­ 
eler reached th e boundary of Abyssinia, 
th e N assur M ountain chain, and from this 
he m ade his way to Cairo by w ater. 
To detect nitro-benzol in oil of b itte r al­ 
monds, Dr. Earico l ’egna recom mends this 
process: The oil is m ixed w ith a little 
alcohol, a solution of pure potash, and a 
few drops of ferric chloride. 
The m ixture 
is allowed to stand for some hours, and 
then it is shaken and distilled, care being 
taken during the process of distillation 
th a t there is no 
direct action of the 
flame upon any p art of th e oil, and th a t 
there is no bum ping or spirting. 
A por­ 
tion of the distillate, dehydrated, is heated 
in a test tube w ith a few fragm ents of pure 
potash. 
If the oil was pure th e m ixture 
rem ains colorless. 
If 
nitro benzol 
was 
present there is produced a dark coloration 
from th e form ation of azo-oxy-benzol, and, 
as a little aniline is also form ed, a few 
drops of a solution of chloride of lime 
added to the cold m ixture produce a violet 
coloration. 
T he London Times says th a t in order to 
render reliable as possible th e registering 
of th e num ber of letters sent by mail d u r­ 
ing any one year or any given period, H. 
Ferguson and H. R. Kempe, of th e Gen­ 
eral Postoflice, London, have invented a 
mechanical am i an electrical m ethod. 
In 
the first case a sm all counter, sim ilar to an 
engine counter, is placed in the head or 
handle of th e hand-stam p, and each tim e 
th e stam per presses it upon a le tte r it is 
registered upon the counter. 
A t th e close 
of the day th e stam p is opened, the num ­ 
bered of letters stam ped read off and regis­ 
tered, and the counter set ready for next 
day’s work. 
In the second case tw o m eth­ 
ods have been devised for electrically ef­ 
fecting th e object. 
In one the striking of 
the inking-pad causes electrical contact to 
be made, w bich transm its a current to a 
counter sim ilar to th a t of a gas m eter, and 
s i registers every le tte r stam ped. 
The 
other m ethod is sim ilar in principle, b u t a 
lever stam p.is employed. 
T his invention 
is ingenious, and lias th e m erit of being 
both sim ple and effective, thus comm end­ 
ing itself to notice as a means of correctly 
registering th e num ber of letters passing 
tl¡rough the post.

S o m e 
N e e d l e w o r k . — V ery beautiful 
and rich are tablecovers of plush w ith bor­ 
ders in applique of Persian em broidery. 
T nis em broidery comes dow n on thin linen, 
whence it is cu t and transferred to tl e 
plush. 
Stitches of tine sew ing silk hold it 
in place, w hile th e edges are covered w ith 
silk cord or gold braid, tastened by cross­ 
stitches in em broidery silks. 
T he new est 
idea in table-covers is the long scarf cover, 
which is used for sm all tables, longer than 
they are wide. 
Of these only the ends 
are em broidered and fringed, like those of 
a scarf, whence the name. 
Less costly 
tablecovers are of crash or oatm eal cloth, 
em broidered in crewels, and such have the 
m erit of being easily w ashed a t any tim e. 
Very elaborate covers are m ade of the old- 
fashioned, stam ped felt tablecover by em ­ 
broidering the entire design thickly in col­ 
ored silk. 
M antel lam brequins have come 
to be an accepted p art of handsom e house- 
furnishing. 
U pholsterers m ake them to 
m atch th e curtains and other draperies of 
the room, while more elaborate ones are 
richly em broidered er hand-painted, care 
being 
taken 
th a t 
the 
colors 
em ­ 
ployed shall 
harm onize 
w ith the fur­ 
nitu re of th e apartm ent. 
Very elegant 
lam brequins are of plusb, ornam ented w ith 
Persian applique, as 
already described. 
O thers are of satin, em broidered in floral 
designs, w ild roses, apple blossoms, daisies 
and dandelions, etc., being m uch liked. 
Lam brequins of cloth, w ith appliques of 
cloth of velvet in fanciiul arrangem ents, 
are easily m ade and are very effective. 
Cloth is one of th e m ost satisfactory m ate­ 
rials for applique work. 
I t is easy to 
cut, and a t th e same tim e is very solid. 
It 
can 
be had in a great m any different 
shades and colors, and has th e advantage, 
in common w ith velvets, th a t it does not 
fray on th e edges. 
T he pieces should be 
cut out w ith a sharp pair of scissors and 
gum med or pasted on th e stu ff it is to or­ 
nam ent. W hen q uite dry it m ust be secured 
w ith fine sewing-silk of the sam e color, and 
afterw ard w orked over w ith purse or em ­ 
broidery silk in button-hole stitch in an­ 
other shade of color. 
If an edging of cord 
is used, th e button-hole stitch is not re­ 
quired. 
Tne cord is sewn dow n w ith fine 
sewing-silk of th e same color. 
WheD the 
design is complicated, or in many colors, 
or it is to be executed in more precious 
stuff, a tracing should be m ade on the m a­ 
terial it is to be laid upon and the parts 
carefully n u m b ered ; th ey should fit to ­ 
gether like a dissected map. 


W o m en 
W i l l 
W e l c o m e I t . —On N o­ 
vem ber 17th a new electro m otor, weighing 
only tw o and a half pounds, attached to a 
sewing m achine, and a b atte ry of six cells, 
was exhibited and explained before the 
Franklin L iterary In stitu te, Philadelphia, 
by W illiam W oodnut Griscom. 
The ed­ 
itor of th e Journal of th e In stitu te says 
th a t the m achine did both light and heavy 
w ork, and the speed was under com plete 
control. 
T he 
sulphochrom ic 
battery, 
which contained one plate of zinc four 
inches long and tw o inches wide in each 
cell, was sensibly constant, and showed no 
signs of 
polarization. 
H e'estiniates the 
force 
generated a t 1,000 foot pounds. 
W ith o u t engravings, a long description 
would be necessary to give th e general 
reader a good idea of w h at th is com pact 
electro m otor consists. 
T he principle em ­ 
bodied in it, however, is th u s stated by 
M r. Griscom him self : “ If a bar of soft 
iron pivoted a t oue end so as to move in a 
horizontal plane, and a sem i-circular m ag­ 
net is placed concentrically w ith th e cir­ 
cle w hich th e bar can describe, it is foiled 
th a t a given force is exerted upon th e bar 
at a m uch greater distance from the poles, 
when th e latter is w ithin th e semi circle 
than when it is w ithout. 
I believe th a t no 
field m agnet of th is principle has ever be­ 
fore been m ade.” 
T he-battery requires no 
attention until the reservoir is exhausted 
by actual w ork, and is ready for w ork at 
any m om ent. 


Receipts. 
To C l e a n P t p e s.—A piece of zinc placed 
on the live coals in a hot stove will effectu­ 
ally clean out a stovepipe, th e vapors pro­ 
duced carrying off soot by chem ical decom ­ 
position. 
Cold T ongue 
on T oast.— Take cold 
sm oked tongue or ham, m ince or grate fine, 
m ix it w ith th e beaten yolks oi egg and 
cream or m ilk, w ith a dash of cayenne 
pepper ; prepare thin, sm all, square pieces 
of buttered to a s t: place on a heated p lat­ 
ter, p utting a spoonful of th e m eat on each 
piece ; cover w ith a dish cover, and send 
to table hot. 
For breakfast or lunch. 
To B oil R iue.— W ash the rice thor­ 
oughly ; put it iu salted water sufficient to 
cover it twice, in a farina boiler ; let boil 
tw'enty minutes, when drain off all the 
water that remains on it, return the rice to 
the kettle, allowing it to cool a half-hour 
longer, when it is ready to serve ; during 
this la3t process it should be stirred occa­ 
sionally with a fork ; every grain should 
be full and soft, and each one retain its 
form perfectly. 


F l o a t in g I s l a n d . —One q u a rt of m ilk ; 
five eggs, w hites and yolks beateu sepa­ 
rately ; four tablespoonfuls (heaping) w hite 
sugar ; tw o teaspoonluls ex tract b itter al­ 
mond or vanilla ; half cup currant jelly ; 
beat the yolks well, stir in the sugar, and 
add the hot boiling milk, a little a t a tim e ; 
boil until it begins to thicken ; w hen cool, 
flavor and pu t into a glass dish, first stir­ 
ring it up w e ll; heap upon it a m eringue of 
th e w hites, into which you have beaten half 
a cup of 
currant, cranberry, or other 
bright ta rt jelly ; 
dot w ith bits of jelly 
cn t into rings or stars or straig h t slips laid 
on in a p attern .—[M arion H arland. 
Stewed Cucumbers.— W e m ostly eat 
our cucum bers ju st so natural, with a slice 
of onion and oil and vinegar, hu t we ain’t 
got no idea w hat a really good vegetable it 
is cooked. 
I t ’s ju st amazing the way them 
Russians cook ’em, and how m any dishes 
they m ake o ut of them , for, bless me ! if 
cucum bers and cabbage ain ’t alm ost the 
only vegetables them peoples have. 
C ut 
your cucum bers fnlly half an inch thick 
right through. 
They m ust not be too much 
run to seed for taste, though in Odessa I 
have eaten them stew ed w hen they were 
yallcr. 
P u t them in a sauce-paD, ju st cov­ 
ering them w ith hot w ater, and let them 
boil slowly for a qu arter of an hour, or un­ 
til tender, b u t n et so as to break the'm ; 
then drain them ; you w ant now a p in t of 
good cream, and p u t your cream, w ith a 
teaspoonful of b u tter, in a sauce-pau, and 
when it is w arm pop in th e cucum bers; 
season w ith a little 3alt and w hite pepper, 
cook five m inutes, shaking the sauue-pan 
all the tim e, and serve hot. 
I t íb ju st as 
delicate as asparagus, and, to my thinking, 
th e best way of eating cucum bers.—[Bob, 
the Sea Cook. 


C a r a m e l C a k e .— F o r an easily-m ade 
and also tem pting caram el cake, requiring 
no eggs for the tilling, use th is rule : M ake 
the cake itself from any good layer cake 
recipe, several of w hich have been given in 
this colum n ; for the tilling use one cup of 
molasses, one cup and a half of brown 
sugar, one tablespoonfal of Hour, tw o of 
cold w ater. 
Boil for several m inutes, for 
seven or eight, perhaps, th en add half a 
cake of grated chocolate ; boil until it is 
about like a thick custard ; when yon take 
it off th e stove add a little soda ; be sure 
to have it dissolved perfectly before p u t­ 
ting in ; flavor w ith vanilla. 
Do not pu t 
it betw een th e layers of cake until it is 
cool. 
Small cakes baked in p atty pans or 
gem tins are very nice if, after they are 
cold, you cu t them in halves and p u t this 
filling" between. 
Be sure to boil th e choco­ 
late and molasses until you know it will 
no t run when cold. 
T his you can d eter­ 
mine by taking out a spoonful and cooling 
it. 
W hatever other cooks say, I m aintain 
th a t a layer cake should be flavored as well 
as any other, only, of course, one m ay use 
less of th e flavoring extracts.

STEADY DEGENERACY. 


1 he Democracy of San Francisco degen­ 
erates steadily. 
I t has this year sunk 
lower than ever, having fairly turned over 
the command oí its columns to the Sand- 
lotters, who constitute the worst and least 
intelligent element in politics. 
But there 
is nothing surprising in this decline, for 
the National !>emocracy has been exhibit­ 
ing tha same general symptoms ever since 
the rebellion. 
The Democratic party, as 
an organization representing principles and 
convictions, ceased then to have any rea­ 
son for existence. 
It has been engaged 
ever since in turning itself inside out. 
It 
has, that is to say, been gradually ridding 
itself of all its respectable and intelligent 
elements, and supplanting them with dem­ 
agogues, greedy office-seekers, and advent­ 
urers of all kinds save the honest kind. 
The course of the Democracy in the last 
Presidential campaign showed how com­ 
pletely it had ceased to regard principle in 
its management, and with what an entire 
alucnce of scruple it employed base and 
infamous 
methods. 
The 
indorsement 
which these methods received from the 
Democratic press bears testimony to the 
demoralization of that press, and the San 
Francisco managers are now showing them ­ 
selves to be fully abreast of the National 
Committee in corruption and shameless­ 
ness. 
The Democratic party now more 
than ever represents the most backward, 
the least moral and law-abiding elements 
o f the country. 
W hether it will ever rep­ 
resent anything better may be doubted, 
}>ut it must be conceded that the elements 
referred to are qnito strong enough to 
possess an organization of their own. 


A few days ago Dr. Howard Crosby, 
who is President of a Society for the Pre­ 
vention of Crime, delivered an address in 
New York in which he narrated the failure 
of a twenty-years’ attem pt to suppress the 
illegal liquor traffic of th at city. 
I t ap­ 
pears th at in 1S57 a statute was passed 
forbidding the sale of liquor to be drunk on 
the premises of any but recognized “ ho­ 
tels,” and Dr. Crosby and his Society have 
been for nearly a quarter of a century try ­ 
ing to get this law enforced, and have u t­ 
terly failed in the effort. 
W hat is rem ark­ 
able about the m atter is th at in all this long 
period Dr. Crosby does not seem to have 
learned anything useful as to the reasons 
of the failure of his efforts. 
Y et when an 
earnest and intelligent and systematic ef­ 
fort is made for over tw enty years to get 
an existing law put in force, ana it is found 
quite impossible to do this, it ought to be 
borne in upon the advocates of the law that 
there must be something repugnant to the 
opinions of the community in it. 
W hen 
laws become and remain dead letters it is 
because the community does not sympa­ 


th iz e with their purposes. 
No law can be 
enforced in a democracy against the will of 
the people, and it is a mere butting against 
stone walls for a Society like that of Dr. 
Crosby to persist in trying to dragoon the 
New York public into a course to which 
they are evidently inflexibly opposed. 
Here is a Society for the Prevention of 
Crime which has paid so little attention to 
the genesis and growth of crime th at it has 
actually wasted twenty years and more in 
an effort to achieve the impossible. 
It has 
fn that period done nothing to prevent 
crime, and it does not even seem to realize 
that it has been squandering its energies. 
But though it is clearly impracticable in a 
city like New York to enforce a law for­ 
bidding the sale of liquors except at regu­ 
lar hotels, it does not follow that it is 
impracticable to do anything for the min­ 
imization of crime. 
The Society of which 
Dr. Crosby is President must have worked 
hitherto to very little purpose if it has 
not discovered th at the intemperance of 
great cities is much more an effect than a 
cause. 
Surface moralists are in the habit 
of ascribing all or most crime to intem per­ 
ance, but this is a popular error. 
Intern- 
perance itself, as regards a very large class 
in all great cities, is a result of the envi­ 
ronment, and may be removed by changing 
the environment. 
The resort to drink is 
in these cases a blind protest against the 
intolerable conditions amid which the life 
of the drinker is set. 
It is a protest 
against foul air, bad drainage, imperfect 
ventilation, lack of pure water, stifling 
heat, overcrowding, dirt, squalor, and all 
the swarming miseries, great and little, 
which beset the denizen of the tenement 
house. 
It is a great mistake to suppose 
th at the poor drink solely because they 
are viciously inclined. 
They drink be­ 
cause they are wretched, because they are 
always more or less ill, because they are 
always depressed, because the liquor re­ 
lieves them for the time from their cares, 
and gives them a taste of freedom. 
But so loDg as their environment is what 
it is ; so long as they are lodged like pigs, 
fed like pigs, ill-clothed, ill-paid, and 
ill-looked after in every way, they will 
crave for liquor, and they will find the 
means of procuring it. 
Nor would they be 
the better for a prohibition law under the 
circumstances. 
A law which forbids a 
man to sleep upon the rack would hardly 
be called beneficent. 
Y et to millions of 
the poor life is a prolonged pain, and the 
only pleasure known is momentary ob­ 
livion. 
For Society to aay to these un­ 
fortunates, “ You shall be deprived of the 
“ relief of 
forgetfulness. 
Your eyelids 
“ shall be cut off to prevent you from 
“ shutting your eyes. 
You shall be com- 
“ pelled to face your misery without one 
“ iustant's remission ”—would not be kind. 
The duty of Society is in our opinion a 
very different one. 
W hat it is under ob­ 
ligation to do is to relieve the poor from 
the burdens which oppress them, and by 
ameliorating their external condition free 
them from the abnormal craving for drink 
which is the effect of their squalro, and 
not of their natural taste. 
And in so far 
as Society refuses to do this it exhibits its 
lack of intelligence. 
For the refusal is 
predicated solely upon selfishness. 
But in 
countenancing the conditions which tend to 
promote intemperance, Society is sanction­ 
ing and perm itting the 
production of 
crime, and is consequently manufacturing 
the intractable and dangerous elements 
which it will eventually be compelled to 
expend immense sums upon in the shape of 
criminal administration. 
There is nothing so shortsighted as com­ 
munity selfishness, in fact. 
And there is 
nothing so extravagant as the penurious 
spirit which refuses to take any trouble 
or cost for the extinction of the beginnings 
of evil. 
There is a large percentage of 
the discomfort which saturates the lives of 
the poor which might be prevented. Model 
lodging-houses and public baths and wash­ 
houses have been sufficiently tested to 
make it certain that they are trustw orthy 
temperance agencies. Where the poor have 
decent and well-appointed lodging, and 
access to the means of personal cleanliness, 
the rum-holes languish and decay, and the 
school-houses begin to flourish. 
Human 
nature is much the same everywhere. 
It 
is the environment that makes the difference 
between the criminal and law-abiding class­ 
es (always making due allowance for hered­ 
ity). Take the son of a millionaire, put him 
in infancy in a New York tenement-house ; 
rear him amid filth and stench atfd im­ 
morality and poverty, and he will grow 
np with the tendencies of a tram p and a 
thief. 
Take your tenement-house brat, 
transfer him to a brown-stone mansion on 
Murray Hill, rear him in luxury, educate 
him at Harvard, and ten to one he will 
prove as competent as any of his associates 
to [>erpetrate swindles on W all street, or 
to put up wheat corners in Chicago. 
It 
is a truism to say that men are the creat­ 
ures of circumstances, but it is not suffi­ 
ciently comprehended, however frequently 
the expression may be used. 
I t is possiblo 
to diminish the percentage of crime by 
diminishing the percentage of avoidable 
discomfort in society. 
It is entirely practicable for the com­ 
munity to determine, for instance, that no 
more hovels shall be built ; that no one 
shall let lodgiDgs save under certain condi­ 
tions, as, that they shall be (1) well cleaned, 
(2) well ventilated, (3) contain so many 
square feet of atmosphere, (4) be supplied 
with a sufficiency of pure, sweet w a te r; 
and, again, th at all streets and alleys shall 
he of f 
h I'-l such a w idth; th at all 
■ 
_:i -v .......\c : -t brief stated in­ 


tervals ; th at all houses shall be properly 
drained. 
In addition to snch sanitary reg. 
ulations every community could erect pub­ 
lic baths and wash-houses, and ought to. 
There is nothing in which modem civiliza­ 
tion is contrasted with ancient so greatly to 
its own disadvantage as in this m atter of 
cleanliness. 
The Greeks and Homans did 
literally believe th at cleanliness was next 
to godliness, and they purified themselves 
abundantly. 
The sums they expended on 
public baths put to shame the bequests of 
our rich men to colleges and libraries and 
museums. 
There are few of our most pre­ 
tentious buildings lit to compare with the 
noble structures which were erected by the 
Roman Consuls and Emperors for the free 
use of the people all over Italy, and in fact 
wherever the Roman eagles flew. 
But we 
boast of our civilization, and yet tolerate 
an habitual filthiness of person among our 
masses which is alike disgusting and un­ 
healthy. 
Public baths and wash-houses have been 
tried in London and Paris, and with most 
encouraging results. 
They have proved to 
be genuine educational agencies. 
They 
have led to the abandonment of sottish 
habits ; to the cultivation of self-respect 
and personal p rid e ; to the growth of 
domestic tastes and ideas ; to the building 
up of homes where before there existed 
only kennels; 
to the reclaiming of the 
fallen; to the decrease of crime ; to the 
elevation of the poor in every respect. 
Show the poorest people how they may 
live decently and in comfort, and they will 
be glad enough to free themselves from 
squalor and wretchedness. 
Enable them 
to earn a fair subsistence, and they will 
cease to glower upon the possessions of the 
more prosperous. 
Give them self-respect; 
clean rooms and skins ; food fit to eat ; 
air fit to breathe ; and they will cease to 
crave after gin. 
Make life endurable to 
them, in short, and they will no longer 
seek forgetfulness of its miseries in the 
brain-soddening liquor, or the stupefying 
opium. 
Depend upon it that the tendency 
to chronic alcoholism almost always im­ 
plies deep-seated and constant wretched­ 
ness, and th at the least endurable evils of 
life are those which grow out of natural 
conditions, and are in the majority of in­ 
stances amenable to treatm ent. Those who 
desire to 
aid in 
the minimization of 
crime should first analyze its producing 
causes, and then they will understand 
that even so tangible an evil as intem­ 
perance may often be most successfully 
attacked indirectly. 


THE LOGIC 
OF AN 
ASSASSIN. 


Leo Hartm ann, the Nihilist, is repre­ 
sented by a reporter as making an extra­ 
ordinary attem pt to defend his record as 
an assassin. 
He is reported as saying: 
“ It is acknowledged that in my attem pt 
“ on the life of the Czar I did not seek the 
“ murder of the man Alexander Ilomanoff. 
“ I sought only the destruction of the vital 
“ exponent of a wrong principle. 
This is 
“ proved by the fact that while an attem pt 
“ at murder is punished by the Russian 
“ Government w ith penal servitude not 
“ exceeding fifteen years, one made upon 
“ the Czar is inevitably punishable with 
“ death. 
This recognizes 
the political 
“ complexion of the crime.” This amazing 
farrago of nonsense seems to have been 
put forward in all seriousness by H art­ 
mann, and he concludes trium phantly by 
stating : “ In this view I am sustained 
“ by Wendell Phillips, Victor Hugo, John 
“ Swinton, and other men of intelligence.” 
The doctrine of assassination has always 
stood in need of sophistical reinforcement, 
for the reason th at the inherent odious­ 
ness of 
the 
crime is 
so great as to 
deter all men of honorable feeling from 
approving it. 
But in the bad old times 
when I’opes and Princes were frequently 
at war, and when the Vatican sought 
means for the employment of the steel of 
the assassin, 
learned 
churchmen were 
engaged to argue in support of this form 
of murder, and to make use of religious 
bigotry as a means cf deadening the natural 
repugnance to its exercise. 
Since then 
the secret societies have taken up the 
same line of argument, and by substituting 
the plea of patriotism for that of the love 
of God, have adapted the old ecclesiastical 
theories with unconscious irony. Very sim­ 
ilar arguments to these now used by H art, 
¡nann were employed when Philip the Sec­ 
ond of Spain desired to procure the assas­ 
sination of William Prince of OraDge. 
In 
those days the ruler whose life was sought 
by the Church was put under ban, and de­ 
clared an outlaw and an enemy to all 
Christendom. 
In theee days the Nihil­ 
ists undertake to assert that Czars are be­ 
cause of their official position outlawed, and 
th at though it is undoubtedly wrong to com­ 
mit murder, it is quite justifiable to strike 
down the political head of tho country. 
There is reason to believe that HartmaDn 
and G uitteau would agree very closely in 
their views on assassination, but H art­ 
maDn is very much mistaken if he thinks 
that the American people can be confused 
or hoodwinked by his flimsy sopliisms. 
When he set about to kill the Czar he was 
plotting a murder, and the murder of a 
man. 
His manhood could not be separated 
from his Czardom, nor couid the character 
of his assasfi nation be changed by any 
consideration of 
his political relations. 
The Nihilist argument, however, is as 
inconclusive 
as 
it 
is feeble, for even 
if it were granted that Hartmann only 
aimed to strike down “ the vital exponent 
" o f a wrong principle”—whatever that 
may mean—it is perfectly apparent that no 
useful result could follow such a murder. 
To kill a Czar is not to destroy Czardom, 
any more than to kill a President of the 
United States is to destroy the Presidency. 
The assassination of rulers is in fact as 
stupid and useless as it is cowardly and 
brutal. It never ha3 and never will forward 
a cause. 
On the countrary the adoption 
of assassination damns any cause. 
“ The 
blood of the m artyrs is the seed of the 
Church,” is a principle which applies to 
governments and parties as well as to 
ecclesiastical institutions. Even a bad ruler 
may be rendered an object of sym pathy by 
an attem pt to assassinate him, and to kill 
a good one is to intensify and energize all 
the principles he represented while alive. 
The Nihilists are altogether wrong in theiT 
theories on this head, but perhaps that is 
not saying much, for they are equally 
wrong in all their proceedings. 
Those of 
the Hartm ann stamp seek nothiBg but 
chaos. 
They are hostile to all the existing 
order of things. 
They do not look beyond 
a general destraction of modera society. 
That is the final object of their en­ 
deavors. 
They 
affect 
a 
blind 
hope 
that when everything has been torn up by 
the roots, and society has been completely 


disrupted, and civilization has been extin­ 
guished, a new and better order of things 
will somehow be evolved from the ruins. 
But of course this constitutes no justifica­ 
tion for their pessimistic creed, which is 
from beginning to end the wild dream of a 
homicidal maniac. 
There is no possible 
good to be got out of such speculations as 
they indulge in. 
Their theories and their 
logic are antiquated and obsolete. 
The 
doctrine of justifiable assassination could 
not now be promulgated by the Church that 
first formulated it. 
I t is impossible for a 
secret society which has no objects which 
are not sinister and atrocious, to revive it. 
Hartm ann has mistaken the temper of the 
American people. 
He will find neither 
sym pathy nor following here. 
I t is only 
in such exotic localities as the beer-cellar 
of Justus Schwab th at his kind of argu­ 
ments are listened to approvingly, and the 
habitues of such places are the dregs of 
the slums of European capitals. 


MILITARISM IN EUROPE. 


The Austrian Liberal 
leader in the 
Reichstag, H err Herbst, struck the key­ 
note of the time when he told his con­ 
stituents the other day th at the malady 
from which all Europe is suffering is mil­ 
itarism. 
He said: 
“ I t is unknown in 
“ America, and 
therefore 
the 
United 
“ States will soon have no national debt, 
“ and will by degrees become the creditor 
“ of Europe, at the same time disposing 
“ of its immense resources.” 
He further 
observed th at “ the prospect of militarism 
“ was causing constant increase of emigra­ 
" tion to America from A ustria and Ger- 
“ many.” 
This is all true, and it is, as 
H err H erbst remarked, very serious. 
The 
continental powers appear to have entered 
upon a policy of colossal military estab­ 
lishments from which there is no retreat. 
As one increases its army the others are 
compelled to follow the . example, and it is 
impossible to see any end to this costly 
rivalry. 
If this were all, however, the 
situation would not be eo intolerable, but 
it is equally clear that the growth and 
maintenance of these great military estab­ 
lishments tends strongly to encourage war. 
When the armies have been raised it is 
necessary to do something with them, and 
the very peop'es whose revenues are being 
drained to keep them up are apt to en­ 
courage their employment in schemes of 
conquest. 
The war spirit once raised 
carries away the national judgment, and 
war brings in its turn wild speculation, 
corruption, and all the vices and evils 
which disrupt society and impoverish it. 
The peasantry of Europe, however, are 
coming to understand that they have one 
means of escape from the drill-sergeant and 
the tax-gatherer. 
They have found iu 
emigration a solution of their life-problem, 
and they are embracing it more and more 
eagerly year after year. 
Prince Bismarck 
long since perceived this danger, and he 
has made one ineffectual attem pt to stop 
emigration. 
But it was fouDd to be im­ 
practicable, and so the stream continues to 
flow to our shores, and to swell as it flows. 
If the continental governments do not see 
the risk they are running soon, and if they 
do not choose between the disbandment of 
their huge armies and the depopulation of 
their provinces, the question will settle 
itself w ithout them, and some day id the 
not distant future it will be made clear to 
them, after a costly war, that they no 
longer possess the power of rehabilitation, 
and that they have ruined their systems in 
their ill judged endeavors to protect them ­ 
selves against aggression from outside. 


THE SUFFRAGE IN IT aLY. 


An Italian correspondent of the Nation 
says that the recent passage by the Cham­ 
ber of Deputies of the suffrage bill, which 
adds some three millions of voters to the 
registers, is of very questionable usefulness, 
the fact being th at though hitherto only 
five hundred thousand out of a population 
of 30,000,000 have possessed the right of 
suffrage, not more than fifty per cent, of 
them have cared enough about it to ex­ 
ercise it, tho highest percentage ever cast 
being sixty-two. 
As to the causes of this 
abstention, of course there are many and 
various explanations, but it seems to us 
th at it is unnecessary to seel! abstruse rea­ 
sons for Euch a state of things. 
The tact 
is th at the habitual exercise of the suffrage 
can only be taught gradually, and that 
save in the most exceptional cases, even in 
thoroughly trained 
voting communities 
like those of the United States, it is found 
th at 25 per cent almost invariably stay 
away from the polls. 
T hat in Italy, where 
the whole political process is new and un­ 
familiar, the abstention should be twice 
as great as our normal ratio, is in no 
way surprising, and we do not think 
the 
inference 
can 
be 
drawn 
from it 
th at the new Italian suffrage .bill will 
not be availed of by those to whom it gives 
the right of voting. 
No doubt there is in 
Italy a considerable element of half-civil­ 
ized peasants who cannot be expected in a 
single generation to learn the uecs of free 
institutions. 
No doubt the suffrage has in 
many respects been conferred prematurely 
upon men incapable of nsing it intelli­ 
gently. 
T hat is always the case where 
nations insist upon applying to themselves 
without preparation the institutions which 
their neighbors have slowly and naturally 
evolved after complete and gradual politi­ 
cal education up to the level of those insti­ 
tutions. 
Italy and France, aud all the 
Latin countries which favgr democracy, 
have failed to realize that it is a form of 
government demanding above all others 
popular apprehension and enlightenment. 
Italy is certainly not prepared intellectu­ 
ally for universal suffrage, 
but unless 
Clericalism makes mischief between the 
stupider peasants and the Government, she 
may by degrees lit herself for the bold ex­ 
periment she is essaying. 


A 
CURIOUS 
REVERSAL 
OF 
POLICIES. 


The late prohibition election in N orth 
Carolina deserves to take rank as one of 
the oddest freaks of politics on record, and 
it shows how completely the traditional 
policy of party may be reversed in response 
to a political exigency. 
The prohibition 
law, which was of the most rigid type, 
was. singularly enough, proposed and sup­ 
ported by the Democrats. Whereupon tho 
Republicans, regardless of their past policy 
as the friends of temperance and order, 
flung themselves into opposition, and de­ 
nounced the proposition vehemently. 
The 
negro voters went with the Republicans, 
and against prohibition. 
There was no in­ 
timidation at the election, but on the con­ 
trary, the negroes were invited and even 
assisted to come ont and vote. 
No doubt 
the Democratic private sentim ent 
was 
quite emphatically against the Democratic 


party programme, for the proposed pro­ 
hibition law waa defeated by over 40,000 
rotes. 
I t is a fair assumption th at this 
majority included a great many thousand 
Demócrata who would not publicly re­ 
pudiate their own platform, but who were 
determined th at it should not carry with 
their help. But the most remarkable feature 
in the whole business is th at the Demo­ 
cratic Legislature of a Sta^e like th at of 
North Carolina should have thought it 
either politic or practicable to get a law of 
this kind enacted. 
Had the Legislature 
been Republican it would not have been so 
astounding, but for a Democratic Legis­ 
lature to propose such a law is indeed 
phenomenal. 
Of course the presumption 
would be against the probability of get­ 
ting it indorsed, moreover, which seems to 
indicate th at the Democratic leaders were 
somehow deceived as to the real state of 
public opinion. 
For both the natural pre- 
Bumption and the actual outcome were 
against them, and the result proves just 
what would have been concluded without 
a test, namely that there was not the 
remotest chance of passing such a law in 
North Carolina. 
The Republicans have 
got themselves 
in rather an awkward 
position by their advocacy-, by implication, 
of “ freerum ,” and the Democrats must 
feel quite lost at finding themselves op­ 
posed to that principle 
Altogether it is a 
very curious conglomeration of affairs. 


THE THREATENED WESTERN RAILROAD 
WAR. 


If it be true, as stated in the dispatches 
yesterday, th at a formidable railroad war 
is threatened in the W est, between Jay- 
Gould’s combinations and those of the Cen­ 
tral and Southern Pacific, the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy, and the Denver 
and Rio Grande Companies, the probabil­ 
ity is th at the movement will do much to 


S tim u la te the tendency towards consolida­ 
tion, which is already so marked. 
Great 
combinations of capital are often very 
daring, but at the same time they are 
usually controlled by broad business con­ 
siderations. 
The wealthy men who appear 
about to engage in this struggle have no 
intention of a war a outrance. 
They may 
be prepared to carry it on to considerable 
lengths, but they are not the men to lose 
sight of the ultim ate purpose of railroad 
construction, and the farther they proceed 
the inore likely will they be to accommo­ 
date their differences in the end by combi­ 
nation. 
Again, 
the 
very 
disposition 
which at this stage of railroad development 
seems to be setting the managers of the 
trunk routes against ODe another, must 
operate to promote consolidation for pur­ 
poses of protection and offense. 
There are 
now so many railroads either completed or 


in course of construction that it is an easy 
m atter to make new and strong combina­ 
tions in almost any part of the country ; 
and where such combinations are made 
there will be a tendency on the part of 
those who control them rather to divide 
the business than to fight for it indefinitely. 
Jay Gould has hitherto accomplished a 
great deal by masterly and unexpected 
combinations, but if he has made up his 
mind to a war w ith the Pacific Coast rail­ 
roads he will discover before long th at he 
has encountered his match. 
Capitalists do 
not often enter upon contests of this char­ 
acter merely for amusement, or to gratify 
ambition, and Jay Gould is not the man to 
sacrifice his material interests to any such 
sentiments. 
If he cannot gain his ends by­ 
strategy or audacity he will probably con­ 
clude th at the war is not justifiable. 
In 
any event, 
however, 
these movements 
must tend to hasten consolidation, and 
thus to produce a general situation which 
will be in many 
respects a guarantee 
against suicidal competition in the future. 


GAMBEl'TA’S EID FOR POPULARITY. 


Gambetta has been im itating Bismarck 
in his speeches to the workingmen. 
He 
has declared himself in favor, not only of 
the complete freedom of association for 
operatives, but in favor of systems of Gov­ 
ernment life insurance, accident and crop 
insurance. 
The strong tendency on the 
part of Gambetta and Bismarck to pro­ 
pitiate the working classes by proposing 
governmental arrangements of this kind 
Shows how rapidly the growth of Paterna’- 
ism is proceeding in Europe. 
The tru th is 
th at both in France and Germany the 
State is afraid of the working classes, and 
¡3 willing to purchase 
peace with them 
at any price. 
The student of history will 
be apt to recall the policy of the Roman 
rulers in the decline of the empire, when 
the populace were 
habituated 
to the 
panem el eirceuses policy, and when iu 
consideration of these largesses they al­ 
lowed the Emperors to do as they pleased 
with the liberties, property, and lives of tho 
classes above them in social and intellect­ 
ual position. 
Bismarck and Gambetta are 
playing a dangerous game. 
They are of­ 
fering to the working classes distinctions 
and special privileges which are calculated 
to debauch both the donors and recipients, 
and which will probably have little or no 
effect in restraining the restless Socialist 
movement which aims at utilizing the brute 
strength of the masses in appropriating for 
their enjoyment whatever of good the 
world contains.

There 
appears to be so much truth in this that he 
yesterday was able to swallow some sixteen 
ounces of a milky mess called koumiss, and 
as this stuff is of a kind to make a healthy 
person unwell, perhaps it is a decided sign 
of improved tone in his stomach that ho 
should have been able to retain it. 
The 
mysterious swelling in the parotid gland is 
said to have nearly subsided, w ithout pro­ 
ducing the abcess for which Dr. Bliss was 
looking with so much hopeful anticipation. 
A t present the doctors appear to have 
reached th at state of mind in which they 
are prepared to say that they have been 
expecting whatever may happen. 
This 
declaration saves much trouble, and at the 
same time gives them an air of prescience 
which is encouraging to the public. Mean­ 
time the President continues to be in a 
most critical condition, bulletins and in­ 
terview s to the contrary notwithstanding.

was dislocated. An inquest over the remains 
of Connell will be hela to-morrow morning.

PAYING WITHOUT MONEY. 
Tile Exhausted Treasury—District Attor­ 
ney to the Supervisors. 
The fact has already been published, that 
in addition to the opposition made by the 
minority of the Board of Supervisors against 
allowing the 33,000 retainer fee, the District 
Attorney appeared before the Board at that 
time and urged the rejection of so large an 
“ unearned fee,” and insisted that it was not 
proper nor safe for the Board to employ spe­ 
cial counsel in this manner without an agree­ 
ment being first obtained as to the limit that 
could ultimately be charged for legal services. 
The claim having, however, been passed by a 
vote of four—Messrs. Bailey, Buckley, L're- 
man and Wilson—against the remaining three, 
notwithstanding the fact that the District 
Attorney informed them that there was 
not a doiiar 
in the 
county treas­ 
ury 
with 
which 
to 
pay 
it, 
and 
that the taxpayers of the county would be 
compelled to pay the hank 7 per cent, upon 
the amount for the balance of the year if it 
was allowed, it still remained in a “ still­ 
born” condition, Auditor Gerber having re­ 
fused to issue his warrant for the amount. 
He is supported in this position by the Dis­ 
trict Attorney and the minority members of 
the Board—Messrs. Blair, Butler and Chris­ 
ty—and, as they state, by nearly every prop- 
erty-owuer whom they meet, who urge them 
to resist piyment to the utmost, and de­ 
nounce the action of the majority of the 
Board in passing such a claim as uojust and 
a swindle upon the property-owners of the 
couDty. 
The minority of the Board are still insist­ 
ing for an advance contract to provide against 
future exorbitant charges for counsel fees in 
connection with these suits, and state that 
notwithstanding they are anxious for the 
most speedy decision that can be obtained 
upon the question of hydraulic mining, they 
are also anxious to protect the treasury 
against wholesale charges for moonshine, like 
the retainer fee and the Sullivan claim for 
SH per day, which was contracted through 
the same attorney. They state that the feel­ 
ing is so intense that they have been urged to 
call a public meeting, that a unanimous vote 
of approval may he given to their efforts to 
resist the county’s bting swamped with un­ 
measured liabilities. In connection with this 
subject the District Attorney yesterday, in 
addition to his previous recommeudatioii and 
protest when the “ retainer fee ” and previ­ 
ous Sullivan claim were being c msidered, 
submitted the following communication to 
the Board, which was read and placed on file, 
without action being thus far taken : _ 
“ To the Honorable Board of Supervisors— 
Gentlemen : ltsalizing the fact that the 
people of tliia county are in favor of taking 
such lejal measures as will tend to prevent 
the destruction of the streams and low lands 
in this State, 1 respectfully inform you that 
I am ready and willing to commence and 
conduct to completion any and all suits under 
direction < f your honorable body, with the 
end in view that the property of this county 
may be saved from further injury from debris 
and tailings from hydraulic mines. Should 
you believe that a want of time or experience 
ttniito me for the sole care of so important a 
task, I confidently venture the suggestion 
that there are many able counsel, any one of 
whom will assist the prosecution for a sum 
no greater than you have agreed to pay Mr. 
Cadwalader as a bare retainer fee. Further, 
I offer the suggestion that able associate 
counsel can be engaged who will guarantee 
to properly repre-eat the interests of the 
county and who will submit that his com- 
iiensalion be determined as your honorable 
>ody ma7 deem proper. 
_ 
*’ I am led to submit to your consid­ 
eration the foregoing proposition 
for 
the reason that you have employed 
an 
attorney to 
commence 
suits 
in 
behalf of this county, and have by a ma­ 
jority vote agreed to pay him 83,000 as a re­ 
tainer fee, without any knowledge as to the fe9 
he will demand wheu his work is completed. 
I respectfully submit that Mr. Oadwaiader 
should at least enter into a contract with the 
Board specifying the number and character of 
suits wtii.h he intends to commence, and the 
amount he intends charging. Tuis wiil be 
just to both parties, and will give to the in­ 
terested taxpayers some idea of the nature 
and expense of the proposed litigation. 
“ For tb first time in many years the 
Treasury of the county is exhausted, the 
county is too poor to pay its just debts, and 
its warrants are paid from the vaults of the 
Sacramento Bank, which institution charges 
the county 7 per cent, as interest. The 
county officials are operating under a reduced 
salary bill ar.d receive lesscompe! sation than 
has been paid for like services duriDg years 
past, yet despite this fact the Treasury is in 
a depleted condition, and taxpayers will he 
required to piy nearly 84 upon every 8100 
worth of taxable property for city and for 
Sta’e and connty taxes. 
•’ It is for the-e reasons that I recimmend 
that neces-ary litigation be conducted as 
economically aaj possible, and that exorbit­ 
ant fees be avoided by having it understood 
In the beginning how much special counsel 
intends to exact from the people of this 
county.

SCHOOL APPORTIONMENT. 
[Communicated. 1 
Can street improvements be carried 
under the provisions of the city charter 
since the adoption-of the new Constitution? 
It is, or seems to be, the opinion of the city 
authorities that it is impracticable, without 
further legislation. The decision of our Su­ 
preme Court, in the case of McDonald vs. 
Patterson (54 Cal., 245), has doubtless cre­ 
ated that impression. That jvas an action 
by McDonald, to whom had been awarded a 
contract for street work, to compel Patterson, 
Superintendent of Streets, to enter into a 
contract for the work in accordance with the 
terms of his bid. The Superintendent based 
his refusal to enter into the contract on the 
sole ground that, under the new Constitution, 
he was not authorized to enter into a con­ 
tract for street work until after an assess­ 
ment had been made, the amount collected 
and paid into the city treasury. 
The constitutional provisions referred to is 
Section 19, Article X I., and reads as follows : 
‘Xo public work or improvement of any 
description whatever shall be done or made 
iu any city, in, upon or about the streets 
thereof or otherwise, the cost or expense of 
which is made chargeable, or may be assessed 
upon private property by special assessment, 
unless an estimate, in proportion to benefits 
on the property to be affected or benefited, 
shall be levied, collected and paid into the 
city treasury before such work or improve­ 
ment shall be commenced, or any contract 
for letting or doing the same is authorized.” 
In the case referred to, the Supreme Court 
says: ‘‘In our opinion this Section (19, of 
Art. X I ) requires no legislation to enforce 
i t ; aud further, that the provisions of the 
Act of April 1, 1872, authorizing the Super­ 
intendent of Streets, etc., of the city and 
county of San Francisco te execute the con­ 
tract under consideration, ceased to lie oper­ 
ative on the 1st day of January, 1880, as in­ 
consistent with the section referred to.” It 
would he foreign to my purpose to examine 
here the provisions of the Consolidation Act 
on the subject of street improvements, 
to see how 
far 
the 
provisions, of 
that Act are inoperative by reason of 
this section (19) of the new Constitution, and 
whether or not any street work can be done 
at the expense of private property where any 
one property-owner objects. My object is to 
examine the charter of the city of Sacra­ 
mento and see whether its provisions are 
utticiently flexible to authorize the Board of 
Trustees to require street improvements to be 
made at the expense of property-owners, 
where a majority of the frontage is repre­ 
sented by owners who are in favor of having 
the work done. Article 13 of our city char­ 
ter, found in session laws of 18G3, page 433, 
and Acts amendatory thereof, contains the 
provision on the subject. The proceedings to 
require street work to be done are commenced 
in one of two ways: First, on a petition 
signed by persons owning a majority of the 
frontage ; or second, by order of the Board of 
Trustees after publication of notice of their 
intention for a period of ten days, unless a 
remonstrance be presented, signed by persons 
owning a majority of the frontage. In this 
way, under the provisions of the city charter, 
the Board of Trustees acquired jurisdiction 
over the work, and thereafter proceed­ 
ed 
to 
advertise 
for 
bids, let the 
work to the lowest 
bidder, entered 
into a contract, and proceed to estimate 
the expense, assesr the amount upon the 
property fronting “ ata rate of per foot suf­ 
ficient to cover such total expense of the 
work on each block,” etc. The next step is 
found in Section 57, the essential part of 
which provides that “ when required by the 
President, the Assessor shall make x list, 
which shall state value, percentage or assess­ 
ment per foot, as the case may require, fot each 
separate parcel of land liable for improve­ 
ments made or about to be made, which shall 
he handed to the Auditor. The Auditor 
shall make a certified copy of said roll aud 
deliver the same to the Tax Collector within 
five days after the said originall roll has been 
received by him. The Tax Collector shall 
cause a copy of said roll to be published in 
some newspaper, to be designated by the 
President of the Board of Trustees, for 
a period of five days. 
He shall, im­ 
mediately after Baid publication, proceed 
to collect the assessed tax for twenty days 
after the five days’ publication have expired. 
After the twenty days he shall immediately 
make out a list of all delinquents.which shall 
be handed by him to an attorney at law, to 
be named by the Board of Trustees, and said 
attorney shall proceed to sue for, collect and 
recover said delinquent tax,” etc. 
From the foregoing it will be seen that the 
collection of an assessment for street work is 
in no way made dependent on the completion 
of the work. The only eeeming conflict in 
our city charter with the new constitu­ 
tional provision is in the order of time in 
which provision is made for letting a con­ 
tract for the work, It authorizes letting the 
work, contracting for the work and perfoim- 
ing the work before the money to pay for the 
work is collected. 
By Section 19, Ar­ 
ticle X I., of the new Constitution this is 
forbidden. But I maintain that the order 
of time within which the contract is author­ 
ized under our city charter can be made to 
conform to the constitutional requirements. 
The only change would be to make, or cause 
to be made, an estimate of the expense of the 
work, then make out the assessment, collect 
the money, and after that contract for the 
work. The city charter is silent as to how 
tho expense of the work is to be ascertained 
before levying the assessment. The practice 
has been to use the lowest bid at which the 
work was contracted, aud add thereto the 
necessary expenses—such as advertising, sur­ 
veying, etc.—and levy a pro rata of the ex­ 
pense so ascertained on each foot fronting on 
the street where the work was to be done. 
That was the ascertained, actual expense of 
the work, and no other sum could rightfully 
be taken or used. But the new Constitution 
has changed the rule, doing away with the 
ascertained, actual cost of the work, as a 
basis for the assessment, and substituting an 
estimate as the basis. Under the workings 
of our cifv charter, under the old Constitu­ 
tion, it was not unfreqnently the case that 
all, or nearly all, of the assessment was col­ 
lected and in the city treasury before 
work was actually done. 
Under the new Constitution the law 
cah lie used for street work with the 
same, if 
not 
better effect, certaialy 
with more economy, than under the old, as 
bids will he lower with the money in the 
city treasury. 
When the owners of a ma 
jority of friiutage desire any street improve­ 
ments, let them petition, or let the Board 
advertise intention as before, oTyi after 
projier proceedings under the petition 
published intention, let the Board of Trus­ 
tees obtain, through the City Surveyor, an 
estimate of the expense of the work. 1 here­ 
upon let the Board levy an assessment m 
proportion to frontage “ at a rate of per foot 
sufficient to cover such total (estimated) ex 
líense of the work on each block,” and there­ 
after let the President of the Board direct 
the Assessor to make out a list, etc., as re­ 
quired under Seection 57, before referred to, 
and let those proceedings he continued until 
the money called for by the assessment is 
collected and paid into the city treasury; 
after which let the Board advertise for bids, 
award the work, enter into contracts with 
the lowest bidders, giving the property- 
owners the preference of doing the work in 
front of their own property, etc. I can eec 
no legal objections in the way of street im­ 
provements being carried on if this order of 
proceeding be observed.

OUR TASTE 
In the case of Treadwell against the Supervisors 
of Yolo county, an applicalii n for a writ ot manda 
mus to determine the question whether an elec­ 
tion for county officers is required to be held 
this year, the Supreme Court has rendered its de- 
eision by Sharpstein, J., Thorntiii, Mvrick and 
McKee, JJ., concurring; JIcKiustry and Ross, JJ., 
difíen ting, and Morrison, Ch. J., expressing no 
opinion. 
Section 4100 of the Political Code provides for the 
election of certain county officers. The Act of 
Mareli 7, itol, is entitled “ an Ac: to amend Section 
4,109 of an Act to eatab i h a Political Code, ap­ 
proved March 1-2,1S72, relating to the election and 
terms of office of county, city and county, old town­ 
ship officers, and to repeal Sections 4021, 4027 and 
4IU of said Political Cole.” 
ft is au attempt to completely revise Section 4109. 
As it originally stood that section provided for the 
holding of county elections on the same day that 
general elections were held, under the late Consti­ 
tution. The present Constitution has changed the 
time of holding the general elections front the first 
Wednesday of September to the first Tuesday afler 
the fir t Monday of November. The intention of the 
Legislature to make a corresponding change in the 
Code in relation to the time of holding elections for 
county and township officers is sufficiently manifest 
in the amendment of March 7, 1881. 
The intention of the Legislature to revise in the 
latter Act the entire subject matter of the former 
one appears more plainly than it did in any of the 
eases above cited. Anil whenever that intention 
clearly appears the subsequent Act operates as a re­ 
peal ot the former, although it contains no express 
words to that effect. An amendment of a statute 
will o;>erate precisely as though the subject-matter 
of the amendment had been originally incorporated 
in the statute amended, as regards any action had 
after the amendment is made. 
It docs not seem to us that under the authorities 
there tan be any doubt as to the operation of the 
Act ol March 7, 1881. if conftitulional, it com­ 
pletely-superseded tho section w hich it amended and 
revised. 
Its constitutionality is attacked on the ground that 
i( it dispenses with the holding of an election of 
county offices this year, it in effect extends the 
terms of the present incumbents. It is not claimed 
that it expressly or directly attempts to do anything 
of the kind. But it is claimed that such would be 
the necessary result, be causa the present incum­ 
bents are entitled to hold their respective offices until 
their successors arc qualified. The Code so pro­ 
vides, but if that provision of the C. de is repug­ 
nant to the Constitution, the Code must give way, 
and the result would lie that all of these offices 
would become vacant at the expirntion of the terms 
for which the incumbents were elected, and such 
acanciee will have to be filled in the manner pre­ 
scribed bylaw. And if there be no mode protided 
bv law for fi ling them, they must be filled in the 
mode provided by Section 8 of Article t . of the 
Constitution. If either Act is unconstitutional it is 
the one which provides that officers shall hold 
after their terms have expired, and not the one 
which change-* the time of holding the election. 
McKee J.. in his concurring opinion, holds that 
under the Constitution of 187B the election of county 
officers under it w ere exce -ted for the first election 
held after its adoption. Offices were to be chosen 
by the laws then in force—they were not, therefore, 
disturbed. It was a’so provided that the officers 
elected under such laws should hold until their suc­ 
cessors qualified. Officers elected iti 1879 hold then 
until the qualification of their successors, who could 
not be chosen until the Legislature, tinder Section 
6, Article „\I of the Constitution, passed a general 
and uniform law for elections in the counties. The 
Legislature discharged this duty by the Act of March 
7 lssl, which made operative all the constitutional 
provisions on the subject, and all the provisions of 
the Political Code on that subject wire re­ 
pealed, and this leaves no law in existence authoriz­ 
ing an election, etc., until 1882. “ The Act of 
March 7, ISSi, is a law which makes the election of 
all county officers, and the officers to be elected 
under i'. subject to the provisions of the Constitu­ 
tion. Elections for such officers are only to be held 
in even-numbered years ; ltor shall the term of any 
such officer be extended beyond the period for which 
ho shall be elected. (Sectiou 9, Article XI.) lint, 
as 1 had occarion to observe in Woods vs. Election 
Commissioners (Jure 15, 18.-1), the officers 
elected at the election of 1S78 are not within the 
intent atgi meaning of these constitutional provi­ 
sions. because thev were elected, bv authority* of 
the Constitution itself, under laws which command­ 
ed them to hold their respective offices until their 
successors were elected and qualified under legis­ 
lation, which was necessary to carry into effect tho 
provisions of the Constituti m upon the subject. 
Therefore I concur in the judgment ” 
The dissenting opinions are lengthy, Bttd hold that 
there should be' elections this year for officers to 
hold nptil January, 1883.

A negro boy whose skin is turning white, 
spot after spot, has frequently been exhib­ 
ited in New York. 
The change began 
several years ago, and continues steadily. 
A little negro girl at Lafayette, Ala., has 
also begun in the same way to turn white, 
and in her case the hair is also bleaching. 


The general law for the care of the hair 
is cleanliness. 
But this essential condition 
i s not always to be brought about by the 
same methods. 
In some cases the scalp 
and the hair itself require washing as often 
as once every month ; in other instances, 
once in three montbs is sufficient. 
W hen 
the hair is in a healthful condition the 
glands at the roots are strong and vigor­ 
ous and supply a natural oil. 
These glands 
often become obstructed or weak in their 
action and finally dead. 
So long as they 
are inactive through obstruction or weak­ 
ness, the hair may be restored, but when 
they are actually dead, and the scalp as­ 
sumes a shining appearance, nothing will 
remedy it. 
Baldness may be prevented ; 
it cannot be cured. 
The 
obstructions 
are to be removed first 
by thorough­ 
ly washing or 
shampooing 
the head. 
This is to be done by nsiDg water and 
castile soap as warm as it can comfortably 
be applied. 
I t must then be thoroughly 
rinsed. 
Three or four rinsings with tepid 
water are not too much. 
After this clean­ 
ing, the hair for a day or two is apt to be 
harsh and dry. 
Special attention should 
then be given to rubbing and brushing the 
scalp. 
One of the most effectual methods 
to keep thé glands in good working order 
and to bring out the natural oil, is to rub 
the head gently (either night or morning, 
when you have the most time to devote to 
its care) with the balls of the fiugers. 
In 
this way the hair is not only separated, 
and the air allowed to pass through it, 
thus drying it from an unpleasant moist­ 
ure, but the pressure upon the secretions 
of oil causes activity and brings it to the 
surface. 
The hair should be thoroughly 
brushed every night or morning with a brush 
of good stiff English bristles. Wire brushes 
irritate the scalp and are very detrimental. 
For the same reason fiae tooth combs should 
not be used. 
It should always be remem­ 
bered th at while friction is necessary, irri­ 
tation is to be avoided. 
Excessive irrita­ 
tion will itself produce dandruff, the most 
common of the scalp diseases, and often the 
forerunner of those of more serious nature. 
Iu cases where the dandruff is excessive 
aud of a dry, scaly nature, the scalp should 
often be washed, and always carefully. 
But even in such instances the hair itself 
requires occasional washings to cleanse it 
from dust. 
In such instances it is neces­ 
sary to apply some safe and reliable wash, 
which should be free from oil. 
After the 
dandruff is removed proper care and atten ­ 
tion will promote luxuriant growth, and 
where there is not actual baldness will re­ 
store natural vigor. 
In order to keep the 
hair healthy it is essential that it should 
be 
trimmed 
about 
once 
a 
month. 
Merely chopping off the ends does not 
answer this purpose. 
The hair should be 
examined under a microscope and every 
end th at is split—all hair splits after a 
time—should be trimmed off. 
These split 
ends are dead hair, and no m atter how 
scanty the hair is tbe sooner one is rid of 
this much of it the better. 
The first time 
it is trimmed in this way from a quarter to 
half au inch should be removed ; after that 
only the extreme ends need be cut. 
In 
regard to dressing the hair, the present 
Btyle of wearing it low is healthful. 
The 
crown of the head should be kept free. 
The excessive use of puffs and heavy 
chignon braids was very disastrous to a 
free and healthful growth. But while with 
the adults it requires great faitb, great care 
end great perseverance to produce satis­ 
factory results, careful attention bestowed 
on children’s hair not only tells at the time, 
bu t makes 
it 
so 
vigorous 
th at 
it 
is 
not 
easily 
affected 
in 
after 
life. 
The 
practice 
of 
parting 
it 
at the sides, just above the ears, and 
pulling it towards the top, is very injuri­ 
ous, making-the crown soft and tender and 
the hair diseased. 
Crimping the hair may 
be done without much injury, if great care 
is used.- 
Instead of braiding in ten or 
twelve small, tight braids, there should be 
but two. 
The buttons at the back of chil­ 
dren’s dresses, or aprons, often ruins the 
hair by snarling and breaking it, and 
luxuriant curls or flowing tresses have 
Bometimes to be shorn close just for this 
reason. 
The prevailing notion is that chil­ 
dren’s hair should always be cut. 
But, it 
the child is perfectly healthful and the hair 
good, it is only ntcessaiy that the ends 
should bo carefully trimmed every month. 
For delicate children, the hair should be 
kept cut close til! they are twelve or four­ 
teen years of age. 
The most sensible and 
healthful style for girls for school and ordi­ 
nary wear is to braid it firmly and leave it 
hanging down the back.—[Food and Health. 


SKETCH 
OF 
THE 
LIFE 
OF 
A 
TEXAS 
RANGER. 


The death at Austin. Texas, on Tuesday, 
July 19th, of John B. Junes, Adjutant- 
General of that State, is 
the closing 
event in the history of one of the most 
picturesque and romantic characters in 
Texa?. 
General 
Jones 
wa3 long com­ 
mander of the celebrated State battalion 
of Texas rangers, .snd was during his ca­ 
reer the hero of wild adventures, desperate 
enterprises and bloody forays among the 
hostile Indians and more savage outlaws of 
the Texas frontier, enough to have fur­ 
nished material for a cart-losd of blood­ 
curdling fiction of the most sensational 
sort. 
He served gallantly in the Confed­ 
erate armies during the civil war, and on 
the accession of Governor Coke in 187-1 to 
the administration of the State government 
was appointed to the command of the 
frontier battalion 
of 
six companies of 
Texas rangers. 
In this service he had 
many battles with the Comanche and 
Kiowa Indians, who, at th at time, were 
accustomed to sweep the western settle­ 
ments with murder and 
conflagration. 
On one 
occasion 
with 
a detachment 
of thirty-seven men he defeated a war 
party of one hundred and fifty warriors, 
thoroughly armed and well mounted. 
He 
captured and exterminated numerous bands 
of outlaws with which the frontiers of 
Texas were infested, and by means of his 
wonderful tact, judgment, coolness, and 
courage, and the confidence with which he 
inspired those whom he approached, he 
was able to reconcile and settle peaceably 
several deadly feuds that bad kept entire 
communities in a state of strife aud blood­ 
shed for years. 
Iu this work it is said 
th at often at night, alone in the vast wiids 
of the frontier, has he met by appointment 
the most desperate men probably in the 
world, and by calmly reasoning with them 
persuaded them to return to their homes 
and live peaceful lives. 
The desperadoes 
of the frontier feared him as they feared 
no other man. 
They looked upon him as 
tne embodiment of bravery, honor, and 
truthfulness, and the promises he made to 
them were relied upon with an unfaltering 
faith. 
Space fails for the enumeration of 
his varied adventures, but h¡9 work on the 
frontier was so efficient that it was found 
th at bis command could be safely reduced 
to one company when the gallant com­ 
mander was made Adjutant-General of 
the State in 1879. 
In personal appear­ 
ance he was as little as possible like the 
ideal of a daring border chief. 
Rather 
below medium hight and somewhat slen­ 
der, lie was strong and well-knit, and ca­ 
pable of great bodily strength and endur­ 
ance. 
His eyes and hair were dark, his 
complexion pale, and the expression of his 
countenance remarkably sweet and win­ 
ning, but serious and thoughtful. 
He was 
fairly educated, and his conversation was 
th at of a well informed gentleman, never 
turning upon his own adventurous history 
except among his personal friends. 
He 
was neat and careful of his dreas, and 
when he occasionally appeared on the 
streets of Houston and Galveston wearing 
a black cloth suit and a shiny beaver hat, 
he looked like a quiet professional gentle­ 
man far inore than a noted Indian-tighter. 
He was bom in Fairfield district, South 
Carolina, in 1S34, but at the age of 4 years 
was brought to Texas by his fatheri who 
at once identified himself with the State, 
and became prominent with its history. 
General 
.tones was possessed of much 
executive ability, aud, although a man of 
quiet tastes, was peculiarly fitted for his 
arduous and exciting work on the frontier. 
He never married. 
He died in the 47th 
year of his age.—[New Orleans Times.

POPULAR 
EDUCATION. 


It is reported that one-fourth of the pub­ 
lic schools of New Hampshire have an 
average attendance of lewer than seven pu­ 
pils. 
The Siberian University at Tomsk is to 
be finished and opened to students next 
summer. 
The museum and library are 
already being organized in neighboring 
buildings. 
The University of Georgia has now 175 
students—a large increase since 1877, when 
it had but 90. 
The institution is thor­ 
oughly well equipped and is iu a prosper­ 
ous condition. 
The Sheffield Scientific School has nearly 
200 students, and is in an excellent condi­ 
tion. 
Its thermomctric bureau intends 
hereafter to verify thermometers for all 
who may wish such work done. 
President Chadbourne, of Williams Col­ 
lege, in his recent address before the Bos­ 
ton Alumni, said th at more attention 
should be paid in the college course to 
the bnsiness affairs of life ; more of prac­ 
ticality should be interwoven in the in­ 
struction and life of the college. 
The plan of supplementing the ordinary 
work of the schools by supplying extra 
reading m atter, and by directing the read­ 
ing of pupils, and aiding them in selecting 
good books, is said to be working at 
Worcester, Mass., as well as in other 
places, with excellent results. 
Virginia has 4.S54 public schools, of 
which 205 are graded. 
In these Bchools 
220,730 pupils arc instructed by 4 S73 
teachers. 
The total expenditures for !SS0 
were §940,109, the support from the State 
being §037,120. 
There are 1,250 colored 
schools, in which 08,000 pupils arc taught 
by 785 colored teachers. 
Britain may rule the waves, but she is 
lamentably behind the U nited States, Ger­ 
many, France and Holland in secondary 
education. 
There are endowed grammar 
schools ia many towns, aud sometimes a 
corporation establishes a high school ; but 
there is no systematic scheme whatever for 
the secondary education of the middle 
class. 
Girton, the W oman’s College at Cam­ 
bridge, England, is more used by the 
clergy for the education of their daugh­ 
ters thau by any other class. 
Conserva­ 
tive as they are, the English clergy be­ 
lieve in giving a girl as much ■education 
as she has brains to take ; and they do 
not seem to limit her mental capacity to 
any small measure of individual or popu­ 
lar opinion. 
During the eight years in which the St. 
Petersburg School of Medicine has been 
open to women, 79C students matriculated. 
The course of study occupies live years, so 
th at only the first three classes have had 
graduates. 
These number 111. 
During 
1S79 25 per cent, abandoned their studies, 
this large per centage being due to the 
fact th at the majority of the students 
while studying have to earn their living by 
literary work, teaching, etc. 
In Wisconsin, as in every other State, 
too many pupils are assigned to a siugle 
teacher. 
Superintendent Shaw, of Madi­ 
son, says that iu some parts of the State 
75 or 100 pupils—and even more 
may be 
found in charge of one teacher. 
Even in 
Madison one teacher has over 70 pupih 
and three others over GO. 
N aturally no 
man or woman can do justice to such a 
number of restless young spirits. 
There 
will be a semi-military system of obedience 
and mechanical recitation, but how much 
keen and intelligent comprehension of the 
branches taught ? 
I t is complained in Buffalo th at the 
public schools are entirely under political 
control; and it is related th at one city 
Superintendent was so besieged by influ­ 
ential politicians for their friends th at he 
liad at one time between forty and fifty 
superfluous persons on the city pay-rolls. 
I t ought to be unnecessary to point out to 
practical Americans the monstrous stu­ 
pidity, the dangerous folly of giving over 
their schools to 
be the playthings of 
selfish political traders ; 
but the records 
of many a city show th at if the people 
see the evil they care little about it.

it may yet attain a good old age.—[Mora

Every one was

of dead insects to the government officials. 
In the regions of the Caucasus devastations 
similar to those now going on in Turkey 
occurred some time ago.

That the bluebottle (also called bache­ 
lor’s buttoD) is the favorite flower of the 
Emperor of Germany is a well-known fact. 
The reason why this simple field flower 
should be preferred by him to other and 
much finer ones may not be so well known. 
On the occasion oi a small festivity given 
at Koeningsberg the Emperor’s 
mother, 
Queen Louise, appeared in the presence of 
several French Generals sent by Napoleon 
I. 
to the unhappy Prussian King, in a sim­ 
ple white dress, wearing some of the (low­ 
ers iu her hair and a small bunch of them in 
her corsage, much to the astonishment of 
the rude warriors, who did not hesitate to 
exchange in a loud whisper derogatory re­ 
marks about the plainness of her toilet. 
Turning with an indescribably sad yet dig­ 
nified smile to the Generals, the Q icen 
said : “ Ever since your horses have trod­ 
den down our corn fields, gentlemen, these 
pretty wild flowers may well be counted 
among tbe rare treasures of my unhappy 
country.” 
That scene aud the flowers 
count eted 
with 
it 
belong 
henceforth 
to the Emperor’s sad but sweet rem­ 
iniscences of his youthful days. 
When, 
shortly before the battle of Friedl.tud, 
Queen Louis had once more to flee from 
Kamigsberg to Memel, the carriage in 
which she traveled with her two eldest 
sons, Princes Frederic William and W ill­ 
iam, lost a wheel on the road. 
They wero 
obliged to alight, and, being far away from 
any habitation, to sit down by the side of 
the deserted read while the damage was 
repaired. 
Tho little Princes, being tired 
and very hungry, loudly bewailed their 
fate to the dejected mother, who did not 
know how to appease the wants of her chil­ 
dren. 
Tho young and delicate Prince 
W illiam in particular clung beseechingly 
to his dearly beloved parent, who finally 
arose from her grassy seat and culled blue­ 
bottles in the adjacent fields, encouratring 
the two boys to follow her example. W ith 
the flowers thus 
plucked 
she twined 
wreaths, which occupation the Princes 
looked on with great curiosity and interest. 
The feeling of helplessness ai d the thought 
of the unhappy condition of her family, 
her country snd the future of the sons by 
her side brought tears to the mother’s eyes, 
hot tears, which slowly 
trickled apon 
the flowers sha held in her hands. 
Piince 
William, deeply touched, threw his arms 
round her ueck and tried to comfort her 
with his child-like caresses, which brought 
a sweet smile on tho maternal face and 
lips, and won for the irresistible comforter 
a wreath of the blue flowers upon his teu- 
year-old curly head. 
This touching road­ 
side scene Prince, now Emperor, William 
has never forgotten. On every corn-flower 
(this being the German name) he still 
thinkB he secs tr.e glitter of a maternal 
tear, 
nence his forjdness for them. 
Still 
it is not the flower alone he loves ; he has 
aleo a great partiality for its color. 
A pe­ 
culiar construction of the Emperor's eyes 
causes this particular shade of blue to 
strike it more pleasingly than any other, 
to such a degree, in fact, as to render him 
almost indifferent, nay insensible, to ah 
other colors. 
This is also the reason why 
he likes to surround himself with this his 
favorite shade, and the ladies of his court 
have long made it a point to appear on fes­ 
tive occasions in blue toilets, which not 
only produce an agreeable effect upon his 
sight, but also upon his mood, imparting 
to the U tter th at happy tinge of cheerful­ 
ness and amiability which have long be­ 
come proverbial in his case. 


To P r e s s F l o w e r * .—Gather the flowers 
to be pressed when the dew has qoite dried 
off from them, and before the sun has be­ 
come so warm as to wilt them ; place them 
between newspapers or any other porons 
papers, and place them under a press; 
change them every day to fresh paper until 
they are dried ; all the thin-leaved flowers 
it will be found best to use for this pur­ 
pose.

In the year 1839 a French traveler on 
M ount Athos discovered an amazing num­ 
ber of pictures on the walls of monasteries 
and churches which had been painted on 
one plan and apparently by one hand. 
Finally he saw pictures being finished. 
A 
monk named Joseph and his live assistants 
painted a Christ and eleven Apostles be­ 
fore his eyes in the space ot an hour, and 
w ithout cartoons or preliminary drawings, 
or tracing the outlines on the wall. 
This 
was the way : One pupil spread the mortar 
on the wall, the master drew the outline, 
another laid on the colors and completed 
the forms, a younger pupil gilt the glories, 
added the ornaments and wrote the in­ 
scriptions, which the master dictated by 
memory ; lastly two boys were full occu­ 
pied in grinding and mixing the colors. F. 
G. Stephens uses this discovery by Didron 
in his address on 11 The Development of 
Genius in Early Italian A rt,’ which is now 
appearing in the Portfolio. 


The Reform Club of London has sub­ 
scribed for a new portrait of Thackeray. 
I t is understood that it will be placed in 
the hall of the club near the poi trait of 
Lord Macaulay. 
Thackeray made his own 
portrait many times in a sketchy way, as 
all his readers know, and several repre­ 
sentations of his kindly and noble face 
have been attem pted by others.

E x e c u t iv e M a n sio n,W a sh in g t o n , August 
19th—6:30 P. M.—The President has been 
easy during the afternoon, and the’ favorable 
conditions reported in the last bulletin con­ 
tinue. 
The swollen parotid gland has not 
been painful. 
The tem perature is the same 
and the pulse is rather less frequent than at 
this hour yesterday. 
Pulse 106 tem perature 
100, respiration 18. Signed by Bliss, Barnes, 
W oodward and Reyburn. 


[SECOND DISPATCH.] 


E x e c u t iv e M a n s io n , 
W a s h in g t o n , A u­ 
gust lUffi—11 p. m.—The President’s con­ 
dition to-day has been decidedly better than 
upon any day since the unfavorable symp­ 
toms of Monday last manifested themselvee. 
H e has slept inore to-day than usual, and 
appears much refreshed on awakening from 
his slumber. 
W hile the glandular inflamma. 
tion has not 
entirely disappeared, it is 
thought to be less irritated, from the fact 
th at the patient does not experience so much 
pain. 
Another unquestionable feature de 
noting improvement, is the tone of the Presi 
dent’s stomach, which has not yet shown any 
gastric disturbance. 
The Cabinet officers 
and all others who called during the day have 
left the Mansion obviously much encouraged. 
The air of solemnity which prevailed at the 
W hite House the past few days has given 
place to a decidedly better feeling. 
I t is now 
quite generally conceded that the inflamma­ 
tion of the parotid gland does not in this case 
indicate pjiem ia, and is due entirely to the 
patient’s debilitated condition. 
N ot a word 
of a despondent character has been uttered 
to-day by those having access to the Presi­ 
dent’s apartm ents, and faith in the Presi­ 
dent’s recovery is expressed by those persons 
who have been of the least sanguine nature. 
Said one of the attending eurgeons this 
evening : “ The President has made a sensi­ 
ble improvement to-day.” 
Dr. Boynton, in a conversation regarding 
the President’s condition, says he is improv­ 
ing gradually. 
“ How is the trouble 
in the parotid 
gland ?” 
“ I t is apparently diminishing. 
I t causes 
some paiu yet, but the swelliug has subsided 
so th at it is scarcely perceptible.” 
“ Do you apprehend suppuration?” 
“ Possibly, but not probably, now th at the 
inflammation has been scattered. 
The Pres­ 
ident has nothing like a sharp appetite, but 
takes his nourishment without hesitancy. 
H e still enjoys the gruel Mrs. Garfleld pre­ 
pares for him .” 
“ W hat do you regard the most im portant 
feature of the case a t present, dcctor?” 
“ The condition of the stomach is undoubt­ 
edly the most im portant feature now.” 
“ I suppose it is rather early to expect 
auy perceptible increase in the patient’s 
strength ?” 
“ Yes ; he ia still very weak.” 
This afternoon Dr. Bliss was asked if the 
Preddent had malarious symptoms. Said he, 
“ None at ail. 
He has had a very comforta­ 
ble day ; has slept considerably, and still re­ 
tains food without annoyance.” 
“ Do you expect any suppuration from the 
inflammation of the parotid gland ?’•' 
“ W hy, the inflammation is subsiding, and 
there is no pus in it. 
There is nothing to 
suppurate.” 
“ Is there not danger of it appearing in an­ 
other locality ? ’ 
“ W e do not think so.” 
The doctor was pressed for his theory on 
the inflamed gland, and denied that it was a 
fair assumption to believe that the saliva had 
secreted in the gland to an unnatural extent 
during the time the patient was not taking 
nourishm ent through his mouth. 
“ But, 
said lie, “ I have my own theory about it. I t 
is unim portant to the public, however. 
You 
will remember th at I told you a t the com­ 
mencement that it was an unim portant com­ 
plication, excepting the annoyar.ee caused 
the patient, and my predictions have been 
verified." 
D r. Bliss told the President’s barber that 
he would soon be able to resume his duties 
on the patient. 
Dr. Bliss left the W hite House before 10 
o’clock to meet Dr. Agnew, who arrived at 
10:10 r. M. 
He said before leavirg the Man 
sion th at the President was very quiet; that 
he had taken five oucc- b of koumiss and 
m ilk gruel during the day, and would proba 
blv take more later. 
The eccmata are still 
continued.

E xecutive M ansion, August 19tb.—The 
President expressed himself to-day as feeling 
better. 
T bit afteroocn he asked, “ W here’s 
Bliss ? I want him to give me a bath.”

Bliss say" the President has not lost 
over sixty pounds, and th at one who had not 
seen him would not suppose he had lost that 
much flesh, as his heard conceals the thinness 
of his face. 
The President is nbt as weak as 
is generally supposed. 
He feeds himself, ami 
when he drinks water he takes the glass in 
his hands and raises it to his lips and drinks 
without any difficulty. 
The President is un­

W a s h in g t o n , August 19th.—The Sioux 
and Ponca chiefs m at the Secretary of the 
Interior and Indian Commissioner again to­ 
day, about the trausfer of land to the Poncas, 
Red Cloud, speaking for the Sioux, said they 
wuuld give each Ponca family 610 acres of 
land, and each Ponca without a family sixty 
acres; that the Sioux regard tl^9 land as 
properly belonging to the PoDcas anyhow, 
because it was their former reservation, and 
they left it unwillingly.

ally making the transfer were then drawn up 
and signed. 
Red Cloud asked about Sitting 
Bull. 
Secretaiy Kiikwood replied th at Sit 
tiDg Bull is in charge of the W ar D epart­ 
m ent yet, and the Indian D epartm ent has 
no authority over him. 
Red Cloud eaid the 
Ogallalas and Brulcs, who surrendered with 
Sitting Bull, formerly belonged to his (Red 
Cloud’s) reservation, and he would like to 
have them back, and the Secretary said he 
would assign the Ogallalas to Red Cloud and 
the Brules to W hite Thunder, as soon as 
provisions and supplies for them ean be sent 
to these Agencies. 
W ar of Races in A rkansas. 
L it t l e R ock, August 19th.—Morrillton, 
small village fifty miles from this city, is in 
a great excitement over an anticipated col­ 
lision between the colored and white citizens. 
The trouble originated about a negro abusing 
some white children. A day or two after the 
m other of the children met a negro and gave 
him a terrible beating. 
A negro preacher 
topk the part of the assaulted negro, and the 
feeling ran so high that friends of both par­ 
ties ranged themselves on either side, and 
several fights occurred, more or less serious, 
but the determined stand of the officers pre­ 
vented a fatal term ination,

of police have been sworn in to protect life 
and property, the colored people having 
threatened the town.

A ugust 19th.—The Cunard 
steamer Catalonia, which left Liverpool on 
the 6th, had on board a heavy mail for the 
U nited S tates; also for Australia, via San 
F rancisco. On Saturday last she became dis­ 
abled through the breaking of her shaft, and 
a t last accounts her Captain had not decided 
w hether he would continue under sail for 
New York or return to the nearest British 
port.

H igh W ater In Calorado. 
D enver, A ugust 19tb. — The extensive 
rains of the past few days caused heavy dam­ 
age in this State, the railroads being the 
heaviest sufferers.
